Governor Puts Case in Hands 
of Attorney General—Inquiry 
Hampered by Lack of Files.

SYRACUSE, N..-Y., Oct. 3.—Charg- 
ing that the accusations against her 
administration of the 1925 State cen- 
sus were made public in retaliation 
for Theodore Roosevelt’s attack on 
Governor Smith at the Republican 
Convention last week Mrs. Florence 
E. S. Knapp hit back today at Dr. 
Walter Laidlaw, Executive Secretary 
of the Cities Census Committee, 
who charges her with malfeasance 
in office as Secretary of State in 
1925-26. . 

She declared that Dr. Laidlaw was 
‘a pampered faddist’ who had 
finally ‘received a--$6,000 job as a 
census tabulator only to become. dis- 
gruntled when she refused to ap- 
prove some expense vouchers he had 
submitted. He announced he was 
“out to get her,’’ wpaid, and for 
two years had held his investigation 
over her head as a threat. 

The publication of the charges at 
this time, however, she felt, was due 
to the Democratic reaction to Colonel 
Roosevelt’s speech and the desire for 
a counter-attack upon the Repub- 
licans. 

“T am a sacrifice to politics,’’ she 
said. 

Her friends here say that no one 
deprecated the convention keynote 
re sarge of Colonel Roosevelt more 
than Mrs. Knapp, even without con- 


sideration of the personal effect upon 
herself. 


All ‘‘Above Board,’’ She Says. 


Mrs. Knapp, back from a week- 
end motor trip with friends, was 
* interviewed in her office at Syracuse 
University, where she is Dean of the 
College of Home Economics. Visibly 
stirred by the charges of extrava- 
gance, nepotism, unauthorized ap- 
pointments and. other irregularities 
in the census, she reiterated again 
and again that every transaction 
connected with the census was ‘‘open 
and above board.”’ 

She repeatedly declared that she 
was glad the accusations were out 
in public at last, but she called them 
‘‘a sorry recompense for extremely 
conscientious effort’? which led her 
to work for ‘‘two full years without 
taking one day’s vacation.”’ 

Mrs. Knapp categorically denied 
all allegations of nonfeasance and 
malfeasance in office. She admitted 
having appointed relatives to office, 
but said they all earned in hard. 
work more than they received as sal- 
ary. She asserted that she had made 
only six personal appointments, all 
the rest being distributed by. George 
K. Morris, Chairman. of the Repu 
lican State Conimittee. 

She admitted that various persons 
had traveled with her on census 
work but said not one person was in 
the entourage who did not have defi- 
nite tasks to perform. She disputed 
the assertion that she had destroyed 
records at her Syracuse home by say- 
ing that the only papers taken from 
the Albany office were from her pri- 
vate unofficial file. 


Finds an Error in the Report. 


Supported by a stetement issued by 
Chancellor Charles W. Flint of the 
university she pointed to an error 
in Dr. Laidlaw’s report ‘which as- 
serted that Mrs. Luella Ninde had 
replaced her as Dean of the Home 
Ecunouncs College. anu ac the same 
tiniz =2ea gone on wie payroll as a 
census worker. Mrs. Ninde was never 
Dean and; as part-time instructor 
and part-time secretary to Mrs. 
Knapp, had ‘‘plenty of time to do her 
work in the census,” it was ex- 
plained. 

Mrs. Knapp admitted she had 
signed. travel expense vouchers for 
Mrs. Ninde to simplify matters and 
to save Mrs. Ninde a trip to Albany. 
She did not, however, recall signin 
Mrs. Ninde’s name as endorsemen 
of checks made out t> the other. and 
then ag them cashed in Albany, 
as Dr. Laidlaw charged. In regard 
to this and some other specific 
charges, Mrs. Knapp said she would 
consult Attorney neral Ottinger. 
Meanwhile, she said, she would not 
comment and did not think they 
were worthy of answer anyhow.

LEGION FISTS FLY 
AT BRUSSELS PALACE 


Uninvited Veterans Are Ejected 
by ‘Good-Will’ Delegates 
at Royal Reception. 


KING CHATS WITH LEADERS 


Belgian Finance Minister at 
Lunch Praises American Action 
on World War Debt.

BRUSSELS, Oct. 3.—Fists flew at 
the door of the Royal Palace this 
morning when a group of thirty Le- 
gionaires, traveling independently of 
the American Legion ‘‘good will’ 
tour, was denied admittance to the 
reception given for members of the 
tour by King Albert and Queen Eliz- 
abeth of the Belgians. 

While most members of the group 
took the refusal good naturedly, 
several insisted upon their right to 
attend the reception, and with cries 
of ‘‘We are Legionaires the same as 
you and have just as much right to 
meet the King!’’ they attempted to 
force their way into the palace. 

John J. Wicker, travel director for 
the Legion, and Secretary Edward 
Reed of the American embassy, who 
were at the palace door checking the 
list of names of those making the 
tour, tried to block the way of the 
“‘uninvited guests,’’ whereupon one 
member of the group struck at Mr. 
Wicker. The travel director seized 
his assailant by the throat and 
pet lelteMebbeoMel tam aetusltt-geMiael-Ms Clem vec hg 
while the others fell back. 

Then Wicker and Reed closed the 
palace doors until the Belgian police 
had escorted the trouble makers from 
the grounds. 

But when the reception was over 
the troublemakers returned and clus- 
tered about the palace entrance, 
cursing and making themselves gen- 
erally objectionable. One member 
of the group, Henry Brechner of 
Philadelphia, the same man who had 
previously been evicted by Mr. 
Wicker, announced that he was look- 
ing for the travel director. 


Placating Remark Stirs Row. 


A Legionaire from California, a 
member of the ‘good-will’ party, 
sought to placate Brechner, but was 
tactless enough to suggest that, after 
all, the reception had been arranged 
only for the ‘‘good-will’’ party. 

‘Is that so?’’ shouted Brechner. 
“T’ll show you I’m as good as you 
are. I wasn’t in the ring three years 
for nothing.’’ 

With that Brechner struck the 
Californian on the jaw and squared 
off. Brechner’s supporters gathered 
behind him and members of the 
*“‘good-will’”’ tour rallied to the sup- 
port of the Californian.

during the period of negotiations and 
make clear that this country cannot 
guarantee to lower its tariff against 
French specialties or lift its agricul- 
tural sanitary restrictions on French 
plants, foods and tonics, as urged by 
France. os

the tariff controversy to date was 
made public today at the State De- 
partment, and led officials to explain 
that in its latest communication, that 
of Sept. 30, France had provided the 
basis of further negotiation. Wheth- 
er this will lead to a solution of the 
problem could not be predicted at 
this time, it was said. 


Willing to Study Production Costs. 


The American reply, which‘ will go 
forward. sometime this -week, is ex- 
pected to express a willingness to ac- 
cept the French invitation to study 
pro tion costs in France, so that, 
if ted, the President may 
make some modifications in duties 
on French goods through the flexible 
provisions of the American Tariff 
law. . 

It will also express a willingness to 
study American laws and adminis- 
trative practices as to agricultural 
quarantines. 

Seeking the equivalent of most-fav- 
ored-nation treatment from France 
in the interim, the United States, it 
is understood, will ask that a return 
be made to, the schedules in effect 
on American goods before the Fran- 
co-German commerdal treaty came 
into force a month ago. 

It probably will ask in this connec- 
tion for a more explicit definition of 
French intentions than that contained 
in .the French communication of 
Sept. 30. This note did not make 
clear to State Department officials 
whether France was willing in the 
interim to return to the status quo 


ante on American goods or to grant 
the minimum tariff rates now en- 
joyed by Germany as a result of 
her new commercial treaty, or mere- 
ly to a reduction by 50 per cent. in 
present rates on American goods, 
which in some instances are four 
times what they were a month ago. 
Should France not agree to return 
temporarily to the status quo ante, 
the present intention of the State De- 
partment, it is understood, is to re- 
fuse to consider further the drafting 
of a commercial treaty with France, 
@ process which was already under 
way and which led to the present 
tariff controversy. Whether in such 
an event ‘the retaliatory provisions 
of Section 317 of the American Tariff 
law would be invoked was a subject 
officials declined to discuss. 


Solution of Issue Expected. 


Encouragement was felt, however, 
that the issue would be found possi- 
ble of solution by the interpretation 
given the latest French note.

Levine, Received by Pius, Kisses Papal Ring, 
But Is So Awed That He Cannot Speak

ROME, Oct. 3.—Charles A. Levine 
today achieved one of the main pur- 
poses of his coming to Rome, when 
he was received in private audience 
by Pope Pius XI. The American was 
so awed by his surroundings that he 
did not speak during the audience. 

The Pope was most affable and 
expressed his gratification at meet- 
“< the man who flew across the 
Atlantic and said he symbolized a 
eee generation of men who do and 

are. 

Contrary to all Vatican rules and 
ae tre Mr. Levine appeared at 
he interview in an ordinary business 
suit, exception being made in his 
case because he flew to Rome and 
did not have with him the full eve- 
nin dress which etiquette pre- 
scribes. 

At the door of the Vatican he was 
met by the papal majordomo, who 
escorted him past the stalwart Swiss 
Guards, gorgeous in many-hued uni- 
forms, and through: the suite of 
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beautiful -halls to the little throne- 
room, where he was ushered into the 
presence of the Pope. Mr. Levine, 
who had been carefully schooled as 
to what he must do, dropped to his 
knee and kissed the Pontiff’s ring. 

Pope Pius motioned him imme- 
diately to rise and invited him to sit 
next to him and engaged him in 
conversation. Owing to Levine’s 
taciturnity, however, the conversa- 
tion was very one-sided and the 
audience, therefore, very short. 
About three minutes after being 
shown into the papal throne room 
Levine had again kissed the Pope’s 
ring and was making his way out. 

Afterward Mr. Levine confessed to 
having. been enormously. impressed 
by the Pope and by the Vatican. 

“T was so flabbergasted,’’ he said, 
“that I could not say anything. It 
was like being in another world.” 

Asked what he thought: of the 
Pope, he said, ‘‘He is a great man.”’

France Seeks Reopening ot Debt Aevestenet 
Asking Safeguard Clause Here and in London

PARIS, Oct..3.—The French Gov- 
ernment has approached the Ameri- 
can- Government with an intimation 
that it would be pleased to reopen 
negotiations for a settlement of the 
French war debt to the United 
States. At the same time a similar 
sounding has been made in London. 

It is understood that to the French 
suggestion Washington replied that 
the French had taken no action on 
the- Berenger agreement, and it 
would be rather difficult to make a 
new one inasmuch as the American 
Debt . Funding Commission had 
ceased to exist. It is further under- 
stood that the French Government 
brought forward a suggestion that 
another funding commission might be 
created, ang, as far as can be 
learned, Washington has the sugges- 
tion under consideration. 

It is not believed that Premier 
Poincaré hopes to oFtain any better 
schedule of payments than laid down 
in the Berenger agreement, but, as 
he says and has said and prob- 
ably will keep on saying, France 
must have a safeguarding clause 
which will entitle her to stop paying 
her former allies should rmany 
stop paying reparations, that is prob- 
ably what he is seeking. 

Britain has agreed to grant such a 
clause if France can obtain it from 
America. .It will be recalled that 
France is now paying Britain and 
America what would be paid this 
year had she ratified the Caillaux 
and Berenger agreements. 

It is interesting to note that the 


latest French tariff note says, in 
seeking wider American markets, 
“‘As American experts were the first 
to say in the Dawes plan, any coun- 
try can secure for itself the possibili- 
ties of transfer only by the sale of 
goods abroad.’’

WALKER 10 ENFORCE 
NIGHT CLUB CURFEW 


Declares Law Is Being Defied 
and Wants to Know Who 
Is Responsible. 


THREATENS PERSONAL TOUR 


Says Some Places Keep Open 
All Night—Sees City’s ‘Fair 
Name’ Imperiled. 


Mayor Walker, late in yesterday’s 
session of the Board of Estimate, sit- 
ting in committee of the whole, sur- 
prised his colleagues with the decla- 
ration that he intended to insist upon 
a strict enforcement of the so-called 
Curfew law, which he himself had 
sponsored and which was expected to 
close the night clubs and cabarets 
not later than 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The Mayor declared that, if 
necessary, he would make a personal 
inspection of the city’s night resorts 
to learn where the responsibility lay 
for non-enforcement. 

“T have been reliably informed 
since my return from Europe,”’ said 
the Mayor, ‘‘that the enforcement of 
the 3 o’clock closing law has com- 
pletely broken down and that the 
fact is a matter of common knowl- 


edge. This law was not written into 
the statute books as a gesture. It was 
not written for the purpose of annoy- 
ing the patrons of these resorts. It 
was not written either to fool the peo- 
ple or to be fooled with. It was placed 
in the statute books in the interest of 
decency and to protect the fair name 
of the City of New York.” 


Mayor Is Gravely Earnest. 


Mayor Walker made this declara- 
tion in a tone of grave earnestness. 
It was occasioned by the. budget 
schedule put in by License Commis- 
sioner William F.' Quigley, who 
wanted in the 1928 budget an allow- 
ance for additional inspectors to help 
him in the enforcement of the Cur- 
few law. In his original requisition 
the Commissioner had asked twenty 
additional inspectors, but the num- 
ber had been cut down by Budget 
Director Charles L. Kohler to six in 
his recommendation to the Board of 
Estimate. ¢ 

After long discussion of the situa- 
tion and after Commissioner Quigley 
had passed to the Police Department 
the responsibility of reporting vio- 
lations: of the night law the Board 
of Estimate tentatively allowed the 
six additional inspectors, subiect to 
the reservation by Mayor Walker 
that he intended to take the matter 
up with the Police Department to see 
if the new inspectors in the License 
Bureau were really required. 

“At the time this law was put into 
effect,’’ said the Mayor, ‘‘there was 
a marked decrease in the number 
of the night clubs; a great many of 
them went out of business. But now 
I am informed that they are increas- 
ing in great numbers and that many 
new ones are opening up. I am told 
also’ on reliable authority that a lot 
of them are keeping open until 5 
o'clock or even all night with im- 
punity. As I usderstand the mat- 
ter, the eradication of night clubs 


that defy or violate this law is the 


joint duty of both the Police and 
License Departments. Where viola- 
tions are reported and substantiated 
by the police after a hearing it is 
the duty of the License Commissioner 
to revoke the license of an offending 
establishment. . 
Will Amend Law if Necessary. 


‘“‘There is this also to be said,” 
went on the Mayor; ‘‘I understand 
that certain Magistrates have been 
making some unique decisions and 
this makes law enforcement some- 
what more involved. To protect ho- 
tels and legitimate clubs the law ex- 


empted premises owned by those con- 
ducting a cabaret show and those 
having fifty or more roonis in’ the 

remises. t now I am told there 
tas been a court decision somewhere 
declaring that there is no legal dif-

T0 PASS ON DIVORCES 


Committee of Three Created 
at Request of Dr. Coffin to 
Advise on Remarriages. 


SOME PASTORS FIGHT STEP 


But Local Presbytery Votes 
Unanimously After Debate— 
Lifts Ban on Ordinations. 


The Presbytery ofNew York 
created: yesterday a-.Committee of 
Counsel, before which all its minis- 
ters are to appear for. a decision 
when divorced persons seek to marry 
another and the clergymen are in 
doubt as to their right to officiate at 
such a marriage. 

After an exceedingly warm debate, 
during which a number spoke against 
it, the resolution was finally adopted 
unanimously. The Presbytery took 
this action at its first. Fall meeting, 
which. was held in the million-dollar 
parish house of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, at Fifty-fifth 
Street. 

The resolution to create the com- 
mittee was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Sloane Coffin, President of 
Union Theological Seminary, who 
has fought for years in the Presby- 
tery against its members officiating 
at the marriage of divorces. Until 
@ year ago he was grad of the Mad- 
ison, Avenue Church. 

The Presbytery also lifted the ban 
on licensing and ordaining men to 
Seager: which has been in effect for 
he past two and one-half years, 

The lifting of the ban was recom- 
mended ‘by a special committee of 
which the Rev. Dr. A. Edwin Keig- 


win, pastor of the West End Church, 
was Chairman. ; 


Ban Had Been Self-Imposed. 


This ban was self-imposed pending 
the action of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church. on ap- 
peals by a minority in the Presbytery 


who' accused that body of licensing 
and ordaining to the ministry men 
who doubted the doctrine of the Vir- 
gin birth and other miracles as re- 
corded in the New Testament. 

Immediately after lifting the ban 
the Presbytery examined in theology 
and licetsed * to preach Professor 
Henri Frederic Blanchot, a French- 
man and a former Roman Catholic 
priest, and arranged for his ordina- 
tion at the First Presbyterian Church 
in November. The Presbytery next 
voted to ordain Nocholas Motin, a 
Russian, whom it had licensed to 
preach five yea.s ago, and arranged 
for his ordination in a fortnight in 
St. Mark’s Lutheran Church. 

The preamble and the resolution of 
Dr. Coffin on the remarriage ques- 
tion were as follows: ‘ 


Whereas in the fact of the appal- 
ling increase of divorces the Church’ 
of Christ must hold fast and pro- 
claim her Lord’s ideal of the mar- 
riage tie and teach her members 
faithfully to live by it, and . 

Whereas the Presbyterian Church, 
recognizing the civil status of mar- 
ridge, does not presume to declare 
null and marriage which the State 
deems legal, yet insists that Chris- 
tians in this, as in all other things, 
must be ruled by the higher law of 
Christ, and 

Whereas the Church allows the 
remarriage only of the innocent 
party in a divorce for adultery or 
for “‘such willful desertion as can 
in on way be remedied by the 
Church or civil magistrate,’”’ and 

ereas the General Assembly 
in the interest of Church comity 
has repeatedly advised our minis- 
ters to refuse to unite in marriage 
any member of any Church whose 
marriage is known to him -to be 
prohibited by the laws of the 
church in which such persons 
holds membership, unless the min- 
ister feels that in the peculiar 
circumstances of a given case his 
refusal would do injustice to an 
innocent person who hasbeen di- 
vorced for Scriptural reasons, and

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—‘‘We pro- 
pose to solve the problem of flood 
control that such a situation may 
never again have to be met,’’ Pres- 
ident Coolidge tonight told the del- 
egates and guests at the opening of 
the annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, in an address in 
which he described the devastation 
caused by the Mississippi floods and 
relief work in the valley in which 

the whole country participated. 
“In the solution of the problem,’’ 
the President said, ‘‘we shall ad- 


vance our system of inland water- 
ways.” : 

This. sentence contained the Pres- 
ident’s sole reference to the policy or 
program of his Administration on 
flood control. 

The address, which was broadcast 
by an extensive radio hook-up, was 
delivered at the first general session 
tonight of the convention, which be- 
gan its deliberations with a business 
meeting this morning and will con- 
tinue through Thursday. 


New Ties of North and South. 
. Mr. -Coolidge, who as President of 


_|the United States is also President 


of the Red Cross, was received by 
Judge John Barton Payne, Chair- 
man, and Miss Mabel: Boardman, 
Secretary, of the Red Cross, and was 
presented to the convention by Miss 
Boardman as presiding officer. 

The President paid tribute to the 
direction and leadership in relief 
work of Herbert Hoover, Secretary 
of Commerce; to the officials of the 
Red Cross, and to all those who ‘“‘re- 
sponded superbly’’ to every emer- 
gency call. 

“The story is one of the fine chap- 
ters in American history,’’ said the 
President, ‘‘a record of generous re- 
sponse to a call for funds, of the 
high devotion to duty by those en- 
gaged in savine life and relieving 
distress, and of endurance and cour- 
age shown by the people of the 
stricken area. 

“The North and South have been 
brought closer together in the bonds 
of sympathy and understanding. The 
heart of an entire nation has been 
quickened.’’ 


Success of Relief Work. 


Reviewing the disasters at home 
and abroad which have made neces- 
sary an aggregate expenditure of 
about $16,000,000, the President said 
that the main work had been caused 
by the Mississippi flood. He said 
that the Red Cross flood relief fund 
now had reached over $17,000,000, the 
money in hand being sufficient to 
carry on relief and reconstruction 
well beyond Jan. 1. 

He declared that Government de- 
partments had cooperated as never 
before in the history of disaster re- 
lief, the Army, Navy, Coast Guard, 
Post Office, Agriculture and Treas- 
ury through its Public Health Ser- 
vice. coordinating their efforts with 
the Red Cross. 

So efficiently had relief been ex- 
tended, President Coolidge said, that 
‘this affliction might prove a blessing 
in disguise. He pointed to the new 
homes, restored farms, distribution 
of seed, provision through the Farm 
Loan Board for credit resources of 
$12,000,000 and the advance in Y veeg 
health work in the aigeienl Pes alley. 

Out of a crop acreage of about 4,- 
500,000 which was flooded, 1,622,000 
acres’ have been replanted through 
the assistance of the Red Cross, the 
President said, and over-100,000 fam- 
ilies have been rehabilitated, all ex- 
cept 8 per cent..of the people in the 
affected area now being able to pro- 
vide for themselves.

The foregoing reports from Mexico 
show that the Calles Government is 
facing the prospect of a new revolu- 
tion, this one headed by Fed-ral 
Army officers.

New York observers of the Mexican 
situation to be destined to plunge 
Mexico into another civil war.

tion. The money appropriated car- 
ried the census further than any 
other single appropriation made for 
that purpose before.

“T am not surprised at all at this 
procedure on the part of Dr. Laid- 
law, who has been greatly disgrun- 
tled and unfair since I refused to 
approve his expense accounts. I had 
appointed him to assist in the tabula- 
tion of the census at a salary of 
$5,000. a year even though advised 
against it by persons with whom he 
had worked gormerly. 

“I first met him as we were just 
preparing to take the census and he 
came to advise me about it. He was 
a faddist, but I humored him and 
conferred regularly with the Cities 
Census Committee. I went to an ex- 
treme amount of car2.to try to satisfy 
the demands of Dr. Laidlaw in the 
work. He told me one morning I 
had done what would have cost the 
Cities Census Committee $50,000 oy 
letting him proceed in certain mat- 
ters. according to nis wishes. I men- 
tion one case particularly: Develop- 
ing outlines for sanitary districts in 
several cities. 

“In 1926 I made him an official 
census worker, but when his expense 
vouchers began to mount I could not 
conscientiously approve them. Then 
he told me he was out to get me.

“It is all so palpably unjust, because 
I devoted two full years to the work 
of the census without taking one 
day’s vacation. This I did upon the 
same salary as any other Secretary 
of State who did not have to handle 
the census.

OTTINGER STUDIES CHARGES. 


Attorney General Says He Will Con- 
sult Smith on Next Step. 


Governor Smith will refer the 
charges of malfeasance in office, 
made against Mrs. Florence E. S. 
Knapp, former Secretary of State, by 
the Cities Census Committee, to Af- 
torney General Albert Ottinger, the 
Governor made known yesterday, 
immediately after his arrival here 
from Albany. 
The Governor, who was obviously 
concerned over the charges against 
the first woman to hold State-wide 
office in New York, was questioned 
by reporters at the Hotel Biltmore 
ca what he ee to do about the 
arges made against Mrs. Knapp. 
He said: we 
‘‘Because Mrs. Knapp is.a Republi- 
can, I desired on receipt of the re- 
je) a ae) the Cities Census Commit- 
tee containing charges against her 
to be thoroughly advised ‘as to my 
duty in order that there should be 
no suggestion of partisan action. Ac- 
cordingly, I had the matter referred 
informally to the Attorney General 
and was awaiting his recommenda-

these charges. I am satisfied, how- 
ever, that my duty as Governor re- 
quires me to refer them formally to 
the Attorney General for legal advice 
as to what should be done in the 
premises.”’ 


Early Inquiry by Ottinger. 
According to.a despatch from Al- 
bany, Attorney General Ottinger will 
begin an investigation of the charges 
at once. Mr. Ottinger returned to 
Albany yesterday from a week-end 
in New York City, and immediately 
conferred with members of his staff 
to determine the course he would fol- 
low. He indicated he would make 
an announcement after he had made 
a careful personal study of the 





Before Mr. Ottinger reached Al- 
bany the charges against Mrs. 
Knapp had been scrutinized by mem- 
bers of his staff. It was said that, 
since virtually all the correspondence 
file of the 1925 State Census Bureau 
is missing, it would be very difficult 
to check up on the charges. Before 
Mr. Ottinger’s arrival at Albany, 
Olives James, First Deputy Attorney 
General, who has had the communi- 
cation of the Cities Census Commit- 
tee for several days, said that an 
analysis of the charges would be

Despite Mrs. Knapp’s denial that

Mr. Moses added 
that he had learned from employes 
of the Secretary of State’s office that 
Mrs. Knapp had ordered records, in- 
cluding the payrolls, sent to her at 
Syracuse. 


Smith Reluctant to Prosecute. 


Mr. Moses indicated that the ques- 
tion of whether or not the charges 
warranted a criminal prosecution 
was a matter for the decision of the 
Attorney General. It is known that 
Governor Smith dislikes the thought 
of possible criminal prosecution of a 
woman but has no thought of avoid- 
ing any responsibility that may be

So far as the Governor is con- 
cerned, the situation is complicated, 
it was said,’ by the fact that he 
seems to have little power. Under 
the Moreland act, through which the 
Governor derives most of his powers 
of investigation, the Governor can 
investigate only the acts of an ap- 
pointed official.

‘The answer to these questions is 
that we have known for some time 
that such an grin 2 aga was going 
on.

Shortly after I took office I 
found that most of the census cor- 
respondence, payrolls, &c., had been 
taken from the files and also other 
correspondence, including that which 
involved the voting machines. Part 
of the voting machines material 
was found in a corner of the safe,

of the places to which the voting 
machines were to be sent. Practi- 
cally the entire census correspon- 
dence file was gone. 

“T immediately telephoned to Mrs. 
Knapp about this and subsequently 
on Feb. 17 last wrote to her. I re- 
ceived an evasive reply, and then on 
March 17 requested the assistance of 
the Attorney General. Neither the 
Attorney General nor persons re- 
ferred to by Mrs. Knapp were able 
to obtain these records, which, 
among other things, included the list 
of personnel and all of the payrolls. 

“Tt was ascertained from employes 
in the department that these rec- 
ords, including the payrolls, had 
been ordered by Mrs. Knapp to be 
shipped to her and were sent to her 
at Syracuse University when she 
left Albany. I also took up this mat- 
ter of the records with Representa- 
tives of the Legislature from the 
Syracuse vicinity and suggested to 
them that they help to separate the 
private correspondence from what 
was a public record so that the latter 
might be sent back. This also had 
no effect. 


Tells of Mrs. Knapp’s Visit. 


*“‘On June 1, the Census Committee 
made a short preliminary report. 
Apparently Mrs. Knapp learned of 
this and she telephoned me on June 7 
and said that she wanted to see me at 
Albany and also that she would like, 
if possible, to see the Governor. She 
came down on the same day and 
brought her secretary with her. 
Oliver James, the acting Attorney 
General, represented that office in 
the absence of General Ottinger in 
Europe. I told Mrs. Knapp that the 
preliminary report was being turned 
over to the Attorney General, that I 
had no means of passing on the alle- 
gations and would not do so.

“I have not received an official 
copy of the statement by this com-

Laidlaw’s Expense Claim. 


In connection with Mrs. Knapp’s 
charge that Dr. Walter Laidlaw, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Cities Cen- 
sus Committee, had been inspired by 
resentment over her refusal to allow 
alleged extravagant travel charges 
for work in connection with the cen- 
sus, a letter was made public at Re- 
publican State Headquarters from 
Dr. Laidlaw to Speaker Joseph A. 
McGinnies. In this letter, in which 
he discussed the possibility of a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature at 
which census matters might be con- 
sidered, Dr. Laidlaw was said to 
have written: 

*‘Mrs. Knapp owes this committee 
(Cities Census Committee) $624.99 
for my time, irrespective of many 
thousands of dollars of expenditure 
on behalf of the tabulation, directly 
in her interest, by our office staff. 

“Finally Mrs. Knapp owes me a 
traveling account of, I think, $82.07, 
although I could not be sure of the 
exact amount without seeing the af- 
fidavit which I sent up to her.”’ 


Cites Laidlaw’s Criticism. 


Colonel Gleason said that Dr. 


Laidlaw, at the time of his appoint- 
ment as director of the census, had 


criticised it and had said that it in- 
dicated that the census would be 
used as a means of providing jobs 
for political henchmen and that he, 
Colonel Gleason, was appointed as a 
‘‘patronage dispenser.”’

RELATIVES CALL IT A PLOT. 


Mrs, Knapp’s Sister Lays Charges 
to State Politicians.

BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 3.—Bedford 
relatives of Mrs. Fidrence E. S. 
Knapp, former Secretary of State of 


New York, said tonight that the 
charges against her were made for 
political reasons. 

Mrs. Knapp recently leased a house 
opposite the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. Claude A. Palmer on Hillside 
Avenue, Bedford. Her son, Charles 
Knapp, a student at the Graduate 
School at Harvard is living in the 
house, which has been furnished with 
furniture which Mrs. Knapp moved 
here from New York State. Mrs. 
Ella Smith, 74-year-old mother of 
Mrs. Knapp and Mrs. Palmer, re- 
sides at the Palmer home. Miss Julie 
Smith, sister of Mrs. Knapp, also 
lives in Bedford. Mrs. Knapp’s hus- 
band died several years ago. 

Miss Smith expressed the opinion 
that the charges against her sister 
were a result of a political plot. 
She said that while the charges do 
no reflect on the honesty of her sis- 
ter, it was strange that the persons 
who brought them had waited until 
nine months after Mrs. Knapp had 
left office. 

The charges, Miss Smith said, be- 
gan to get headway at the recent 
convention of New York State Demo- 
crats, and the real reason for their 
being made was that the Democrats 
wanted to make an issue of the 
census returns for the coming elec- 
tion.

Gov. Young Fxtends Gresting at 
Los Angeles—Green Demands 
Square Deal for Children.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 3.—Overshad- 
owing the cordial welcome accorded 
by State and city officials to the 
delegates to the forty-seventh annual 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which opened here to- 
day in the second largest open shop 
city in the United States, was the 
disclosure ‘to the gathering that the 
Building Trades Department has offi- 
cially withdrawn from the national 
board for jurisdictional awards in 
the building industry. 

By this action the Building Trades 
Department, spokesman for 1,250,000 
building trades workers, has sounded 
the death knell of the board estab- 
lished eight years ago for settling 
jurisdictional dispytes between 
unions. These disputes had. cost the 
public many millions of dollars, re- 
sulting in scores of strikes and delays 
in construction. : 

The resolution withdrawing from 
the National Board declared that the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
the American Institute of Architects 
the National Association of Building 

zades Employers and the Associa- 
tion of General Contractors of Amer- 
ica had agreed to carry out the de- 
cisions of the board but had failed to 
do so, and that the Building, Trades 
Department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor had been the only 
member of the board which had 
made a sincere attempt to comply 
with the rulings of the board. 


Flood of Disputes Feared. 


Upon the opening of the convention 
today, when international union offi- 
cers heard of the action of the Build- 


ing Trades Department, there were

Fear was expressed that a new crop 
of jurisdictional disputes greater 
than any that has plagued the build- 
ing industry in the past might soon 
spring up. 

Attacks on the national board. 
whose President is Rudolph P. Miller 
of New York were. made by the 
bricklayers, the carpenters, the ele- 
vator constructors, the _ electrical 
workers and other unions. The board 
was charged with ‘‘intolerable ty- 
ranny and incompetence.’’ 

It was further asserted that the 
national board made inconsistent rul- 
ings, that it did not enforce its rui- 
ings, that certain members of the 
board were prejudiced against some 
unions, that the board has frequentiy 
reversed itself and that the decisions 
of the board have been unfair. 


Cordial Welcome for Delegates. 


The cordial reception of the dele- 


gates today far exceeded their ex- 
pectations. Governor C. C. Young 
swept the delegates off their feet in 
the course of a speech extremely 
sympathetic to union labor. His sen- 
timents were echoed by Lieutenant 
Governor Burton Fitts and William 
D. Bunnell, President of the City 
Council. The Rev. Dr. E. P. Ryland. 
secretary of the Los Angeles Federa- 
tion of Churches, welcomed the dele- 
gates on behalf of the churches. 

In responding to the _ speeches, 
President Green declared that labor 
would never be satisfied until every 
child in the United States had a 
square deal. He added that labor 
loved American institutions. ‘‘ and 
when they are assailed millions of 
workmen will rise in defense of these 
institutions.”’

She Testifies He Married After 
Promising to Wed Her— 
Sentence Is Suspended. 


Dr. Yolanda Ladok, a woman phy- 
sician of 326 East Seventy-ninth 
Street, was found guilty of striking 
Dr. Emery Wahl, 342 East Seventy- 
ninth Street, with a dog whip on 
Sept. 26, by Magistrate Henry M. R. 
Goodman in Harlem Court yesterday. 
Sentence was suspended. 

Dr. Ladok and Dr. Wahl, both 
graduates of the University of Buda- 
pest, have been practicing physicians 
in the Yorkville neighborhood for 
several years. Dr. Wahl went to 
Hungary last April, returning May 
30, a married man. His wife joined 
him two weeks ago. 

Dr. Ladok testified that before 
leaving for Hungary Dr. Wahl had 
promised to marry her. She said 
that on the day of the assault she 
saw him pass her house and that he 
called her names and raised his med- 
ical bag as though to strike her.

HOSPITAL SEEKS $1,000,000. 


Bishop Stires Aids Plans for St. 
John’s of Brooklyn Campaign. 


Bishop Ernest M. Stires of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Long Island de- 
scribed conditions at St. John’s Hos- 
pital, Brooklyn, as “‘antiquated and 
pathetic”’ in a brief talk last night at 
a dinner at the St. George Hotel, 
Brooklyn. About 200 men prominent 
in the civic and business life of 
Brooklyn attended the dinner, at 
which plans for a drive for $1,000,000 
for the hospital were completed. 

Dr. Stires said that St. John’s Hos- 
pital, with its ninety-six beds, had 
cared for an average of 3,500 patients 
a year in the forty-six years of its 
existence. He said that conditions in 
the maternity ward were especially 
pathetic. 

Surrogate George <A. Wingate, 
Chairman of the Campaign Commit- 
tee, declared that there was a short- 


age of 7,000 hospital beds in Brook- 
lyn, and that some hospitals were

Caribou Come to Clearing. 


As for fresh meat, I was asked by 
THE TIMES operator where it came 
from. The meat either hops, flies or 
crawls by our front door. There is 
Arctic hare in abundance up here, 
and the caribou come from the 
wastes below us to graze in the 
cleared areas where we have scraped 
away the ice, letting the Arctic moss

Kallquist and I shot two foxes last 


night which had got mixed up 
in my wireless aerial counterpoise. 
which I have strung about a foot 
above the ground. I noted two green 
eyes shining ina most scary fashion 
a few feet away from the room, so J 
grabbed a flashlight with one hand 
and a gun with the other and made 
short work of Mr. Fox.

SHOWERS TEMPER HEAT. 


Temperature Falls to 69 After Early 
Evening Rainfall. 


The unexpected heat wave of Au- 
tumn which for three days had 
caused deaths, prostrations and dis- 
comfiture in New York and else- 
where in the East was broken early 
last evening by heavy showers 
which drenched homegoing and din- 
ner crowds and covered the streets 
and sidewalks with broad sheets of 
water. The Weather Bureau had 
predicted earlier that the showers 
would bring relief and that cooler 
temperatures might be expected to- 
day with from fresh to strong south 
winds changing to westerly. 

The highest souneeneete yesterday 
was 74, at 3 P. M. After the rain 
it was 69. The humidity was high 
throughout the day, ——s from 
95 at 8 A. M. to 76 at 1 P. M., and 
jumping again to 89 at 4 P. M. It 
was freezing in Miles City, Mont, 
and 84 degrees at Key est, Fla., 
respectively the coldest and hottest 
places in the country.

President Coolidge spoke as fol- 
lows: 


Members of the American Red 
Cross: 


The past months have been times 
of great activity on the part of our 
organization. For the fiscal year 
which ended June 30 relief was ex- 
tended in twenty different disasters 
which occurred abroad. Nearly 
$643,000 was devoted to foreign 
work. In the same year $8,216,893 
was expended in relieving about 
690,000 people as a result of seventy- 
seven domestic disasters. 

In this sum only about $3,000,000 
of the Mississippi flood fund is in- 
cluded, but it does cover $4,480,000 
used for relief and rehabilitation 
due'to the storm in Florida, which 
occurred last year. Including the 
$3,000,000 expended on the Missis- 
ippi flood, the aggregate amount 
used at home and abroad in the 


tion in the twelve months referred 
to amounts to about $16,000,000. 
The main work of the present 
season has been caused y the 
Mississippi flood. While high water 
in this basin has been of constant 
recurrence, the rise this year was 
two or three feet above any other 
record from Cairo to the Gulf of 
Mexico, a distance of over 1,000 
miles. 
Dikes were broken down in 226 
places, submerging over 20,000 
square miles, involving 174 coun- 
ties in. parts of seven States. The

New Hope for River Valley Folk. 


I issued a second call for an ad- 
ditional five million dollars on May

reached a total of over $17,000,000. 
The money in hand is sufficient 
to carry the relief still required 
and the reconstruction plans, al- 
ready under way, well beyond 
Jan. 1. 

There were many deaths from 
drowning prior to April 22, but so 
efficiently was the relief extended 
that less than half a dozen persons 
lost their lives thereafter, although 
the perils were very great. The 
health of the refugees was so well 
guarded that there were more 
births than deaths in the concen- 
tration camps. 

A recent medical survey of the 
districts affected shows that, gen- 
erally speaking, disease is less prev- 
alent now than in previous years. 
This affliction may have proved a 
blessing in disguise. Undoubtedly 
the people have learned lessons of

This 
department not only did what was 
sora se to hold the levees intact 
ut provided tents, cots, blankets, 
stoves, and clothing from various 
depots to the value of $3,000,000.

ity was coordinated in a most ef- 
fective way. The army and the 
navy furnished more than 50 air- 
planes. 

Without the plane and the radio, 
the fatalities and destruction would 
have been much greater. They 
worked together, collecting and 
transmitting information scouting 
for refugees and transporting res- 
cue workers and placing in needed 
points in the quickest possible time 
medicines and other emergency 
supplies. 

A fleet of 1,000 boats, large and 
small, was used. It came from the 
navy, the Army Engineers, the 
Coast Guard, the Lighthouse Ser- 
vice, and the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey under the supervision of the 
Department of Commerce, the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission, the In- 
land Waterways Corporation, and 
other sources. 

The navy contributed twenty- 
one airplanes, which covered a 
total of 100.000 miles, two tugs, 
sixteen radio sets, some motor 
boats, 59 officers, and 155 men. 


Public Health Program in Effect. 


In addition to the work of its 
Coast Guard, the Treasury Depart- 
ment put its Public Health Service 
to work on the many serious prob- 
lems. Nineteen medical officers 
and four sanitary engineers, thor- 
oughly experienced in public 
health emergency work and famil- 


iar with the localities, at once 
were placed at the service of the 
State health officers. Nurses were 
provided, also about $60,000 worth 
of equipment and medical supplies,

A protective sanitary program 
has been mapped out, in which the 
Public Health Service is coopera- 
ting with the State and local au- 
thorities in 19 counties in 7 States 
for a period of 18 months, until 
such authorities can assume the 
full burden.

$1,000,000 for the fiscal year 1928, 
the Public Health Service has 
agreed to pay $262,000, and to fur- 
nish about $200,000 more for 1929. 
The Rockefeller Foundation is 
helping to finance the balance of 
the cost. This work will be of last- 
ing benefit to that country. 

The Coast Guard, under the 
supervision of the Treasury, took 
up its traditional work for those 
overwhelmed .by the waters. It 
had 128 boats and 674 officers and 
men in service, and manned and 
operated 40 additional boats.

So well had the situation been 
composed by July 12 that the flood 
relief headquarters, originally es- 
tablished at Memphis and later re- 
moved to New Orleans, were trans- 
ferred to national headquarters 
here in Washington. 

Over 600,000 people have been de- 
pendent on the Red Cross for food, 
clothing and medical assistance. 
While nearly 280,000 insisted upon 
remaining. in their ee ee 
homes, where the task of. carin 
for them was tremendous, 330,000 
were transferred to the Red Cross 
refugee camps, one of which con- 
tained as many as 20,000 persons. 

When the floods receded the 
refugees were returned to their 
homes. Then began the no less im- 
portant work of rehabilitation and 
reconstruction, with specially con- 
stituted State - »mmissions to work 
in cooperation with the Red Cross. 
This included furnishing shelter 
and household goods where neces- 
sary, repairs to buildings, live 
stock, agricultural implements and 
seeds. 

Out of a crop acreage of about 
4,500,000 which was flooded, 1,622,- 
000 acres have been replanted 
through the assistance of the Red 
Cross. The crops include cotton, 
corn, oats, soy beans, peas, wheat, 
sweet potatoes, alfalfa and garden 
truck. Over 100,000 families have 
been rehabilitated. Now, all e~cept 
8 per cent. of the people affected 
are able to provide for themselves. 


Thanks Nation and Lauds Red Cross.

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NANKING STAR RISES 
DESPITE RED THREAT 





Moderate Nationalists Said to 
Be Better Able to Cope With 
North Than Since March. 





URGED TO WELD THEIR GAINS 





But With Mme, Sun and Clien 
Seemingly Gone Over to Moscow, 
Some Look for Bolshevist Revolt.

SHANGHAT, Sept. 9.—T wo facts in 
the present phase of China’s revolu- 
tion seem to he ‘emerging: clearly 
from the political and military mists 
that have surrounded the rebirth of 
the Nationalist cause since the move- 
ment for a renewed avowal of faith 
and cooperation between Hankow 
and Nanking began to show signs of 
success early this month. 

The first is that with the success 
of the Kuomintang armies in re- 
pulsing Marshal Sun Chuan-fang’s 
desperate drive on Shanghai and the 
apparent success of the efforts to 
heal the split in the Kuomintang, 
the Nationalists, so far as the North- 
ern campaign is concerned, are in 
better shape than they have been 
since they came to the lower Yangtze 
Valley in March. 

The other fact is that the fate of 
the Reds in, China is not yet sealed 
by any means, and that with their 
military activities in the compara- 
tively unprotected areas in Fukien 
and Kwantung Provinces they are 
again becoming active and may con- 
stitute a real threat to the anti- 
Communistic Nanking régime, 

The success of a Communist revo- 
lution to the south and a march on 
Nanking from the south, this time 
by Chinese MRed-inspired armies 
against their former comrades, would 
menace seriously the  enfeebled 
Wuhan-Nanking patchwork machine. 


Many Reds Still in South. 


There is still a considerable Com- 
munist Party in China, and disturb- 
ing reports from the South indicate 
that two Generals, namely, Ho Lung 
and Yeh Ting, with troops estimated 
at 40,000, already are marching 
through Kwantung, and Fukien is 
menaced. 

It is not improbable, those in close 
touch with the situation here believe, 
that these Red generals might cap- 
ture Swatow and move on Canton, 
there to base a new revolution along 
Communist lines pure and simple. 

{The capture of Swatow by Yeh 
Ting and Ho Lung was reported a 
few days after this article was writ- 
ten. A week ago Swatow was still 
in the hands of Communists]. 

Sun Yat-Sen, 
in exile at Moscow, together » with 
Eugene Chen, lately Hankow’s For- 
eign Minister, has apparently set 
about maintaining the interest of

He Grows Fond of Oatmeal and Apple Pie 





BUCHAREST, Oct. 3 (?).—Queen 
Marie may take the boy King Mihai 
to the United States on her next 
visit, to show Americans what ‘a sov- 
ereign in the making looks like, 

There will undoubtedly be some op- 
position on the part of the Govern- 
ment to such a plan, but it is said 
here that in the end the popular 
Queen will be permitted to take him, 
on‘ the theory that a visit to the 
world’s grottost democracy will have 
a definite educational value to the 
young King .in his. formative and 
most impressionable years. 

Princess Helen, the King’s mother, 
may accompany Marie. The Queen 
would also like to take Princess 
Beatrice of Spain, her youngest 
sister, who was prevented from going 
last year because of opposition from 
King Alfonso, who felt it would be 
a mistake for a member of the royal 
Spanish house to accompany the 
queen of another country on what 
was really an official visit.

the Soviet leaders in China, if they 
need to be prodded after losing in- 
terest temporarily in the face of re- 
cent embittering defeats in their 
efforts to communize China. 

Mme. Sun has issued a statement 
in Moscow which is being widely cir- 
culated here and in which she says 
she has gone to Russia ‘‘to express 
appreciation for what the people of 
the Soviet Union have done for rev- 
olutionary China.’’ 

It was somewhat of a surprise to 
many when Mme. Sun and Eugene 
Chen adhered to t¥e more radical 
element in the Hankow group in 
July; but there remains no doubt 
now as to where they stand. 


Mme. Sun Attacks Party Anew. 


In fact, Mme. Sun has again at- 
tacked the Kuomintang members, 
with whom she was affiliated until 
her recent departure across Siberia, 
and it seems now highly doubtful 
whether she or Chen ever again will 
be able to return to the Nanking 
Kuomintang fold. 

It is thi; fact that lends a certain 
amount of strength to the belief that 
Canton may yet again be the scene 
of the birth of revolt, this time an 
out-and-out Bolshevist affair, based, 
as Borodin would put it, on “an 
agrarian revolution.’’ 

“‘A period of reaction has set in in 
China,’’ Mme. Sun’s statement pro- 
claims. ‘“‘The united front of the rev- 
olution is broken. There have been 
betrayals and desertions and a com- 
plete distortion of the Nationalist 
movement. Millions of organized 
peasants, in accordance with Kuo- 
mintang teachings, joined the strug- 
gle for the realization of the slogan, 
‘Land to the peasants.’ All further 
progress in the revolution is impos- 
sible without a realization of the 
agrarian revolution. 

‘“‘Feudal militarism has cropped up 
traitorously under the revolutionary 
banner and has stolen many of the 
material fruits of the victories won 
by the revolution. I speak for revo- 
lutionary China, which is distinct 


‘and apart from the present feudal

New Sun Drive Held Unlikely. 


This denunciation of the Kuomin- 
tang leaders throws Mme. Sun into 


the lap of Communism definitely. 
Whether she and Chen, together 
with other leaders said now to be in 
Moscow, intend to back another rev- 
olution now or in future, possibly 
based in Canton, historically the seat 
of revolution for the past quarter of 
a century or more, remains to be 
seen. In any case, there need no 
longer be any doubt as to their 
stand. 

Nanking is in a better position, as 

far as the North is concerned, than 
at any time since the split in the 
party following the Nanking out- 
rages in March. 
. Despite the resignation of General 
Chiang Kai-shek, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Nanking armiss, the 
military campaign has, at this date, 
succeeded. It has at least withstood 
the onslaught of the Northern armies 
under Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, for- 
mer war lord of Shanghai’s area, in 
what is characterized as the most 
Sanguinary battle of the revolution. 

It is doubtful that Marshal Sun 
will again try to cross the Yangtze, 
for some little time, at any rate. In 
fact, his coming across in September 
Was against the advice of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, his chief in Peking. 
Now, doubtless, he will have little 
‘face’? with either Marshal Chang 
or General Chang Chung-chang, 
Shantung war lord. 

Both Sun and. Chang-Chung-chang 
want Shantung. Chang T'so-lin, it is 
believed, would be glad to have 
either of them take it and the other 
take Shanghai again, but as it is, 
Sun is out of a job, so to speak—a 
man without a province to rule. 


South Urged to Consolidate. 


These rivalries and the terrific 
losses Marshal Sun suffered may be 
expected to prevent another serious 
military threat on Nanking from the 
North for the time being.

If Nanking is able to settle 
ts ..own.. political differences, as 
seems probable, on. a more or less 
permanent basis, many observers as 
well as numerous Kuomin’ mem- 
bers are inclined to believe the best 
policy would be to clear up South 
China and then resume the north- 
ward push. With the threat of the 
Reds to the south again growing, 
this would seem the logical step. 
Otherwise, Nanking may find 
itself between two fires, with no ave- 
nue of escape in the event of a mili- 
tary defeat on one hand or the other. 
If the Nationalists get too far away 
from their original base at Canton, 
they will have no more control there 
than Peking has had in the past, 
and they might find themselves in 
the position of the North of the pres-

Government Says Shanghai 
Americans Need Not Pay Ex- 
cessive Customs Levies. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 ().—Amer-

stipulated that if the new taxes are 
enforced Americans will pay only 
the levies established by treaty and 
pey them to the Consulate to be 
held subject to order of the Chinese 
Government. .

Government in e form of stamp 
taxes are 30 per @ent. in excess of 


tthe treaty rate on tobacco and 50 


per cent. higher for liquors. 

The stipulation that duties will be 
paid to the Consulate is to meet the 
Chinese effort to enforce payment of 
the stamp taxes by requiring that 
payments be made through the Cus- 
toms Bank in Shanghai, a Chinese 
institution, and to release goods in 
warehouses under bond only on re- 
ceipts from that bank. 


KALGAN CAPTURED 





Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s Forces 
Are Driven. Back 20 Miles 
Toward Peking. 





ACTUAL WAR IS UNDER WAY 





Feng Yu-hsiang Is Reported Acting 
With Yen Hsi-shan in Drive 
on the Capital. 





PEKING, Oct. 3 @).—The forces of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, Manchurian 
war lord and head of the Northern 
Alliance, have been driven back 
twenty miles by Shansi troops under 
General Hsi-shan, military governor 
of the province. 

The Northerners have rushed up re- 
inforcements, but the latest reports, 
though vague because of the censor- 
ship, state that the Northerners have 
evacuated Kalgan and are withdraw- 
ing to the Nankow Pass, about thirty 
miles north of Peking. 

The Shansi Province troops, who 
have been developing a movement 
which may become a serious threat 
to Peking itself, started in pursuit. 

Evacuation of Kalgan followed a 
series of strong Shansi attacks along 
the railway supported by cavalry 
pressure from the southwest. 

In the meantime the Northern 
forces stationed at Fengchen, outside 
of the great wall of China in North- 
ern Shansi, have made a fairly stiff 
fight against the Shansi troops. It 
seems be a foregone conclusion 


here, however, that their surrender is 
inevitable. 


Actual War Is Indicated. 
TOKIO, Oct. 3 (#).—Dispatches to 
the Japanese Foreign Office indicate 
that actual warfare is under way on 
the border between Shansi and Chihli 
provinces, and that the situation is 


becoming more serious as regards 
Peking.

Railway Is Attacked. 

Attacks by Yen’s Shansi troops 
against the forces of the Northern 
Alliance were reported over the 
week-end to have spread from the 
region northwest of Kalgan, where 
they first broke out, to points on the 
Peking-Hankow Railway. 

Peking dispatches on Sunday said 
various Northern Generals were 
hurrying to the capital to attend a 
conference at which they were ex- 
pected to decide on a declaration of 
war against the Shansi Governor. 

Meanwhile, for the second time in 
a week, Northern warships have at- 
tempted to enter: the harbor of 
Shanghai, which is held by the Na- 
tionalists, who have been driving 
against the Northerners in the Yang- 
tse region. 

An unknown number of gunboats, 
owing allegiance to ‘Chang Tso- 
lin, entered the mouth of the Yanetse 
Sunday night and fired on the Woo- 
sung forts, which are less than ten 
miles from Shanghai. They were 
forced to retire by heavy fire from 
the forts, but their shells are reported 


to have caused considerable damage 
in Woosung.

EMPIRE PROJECT SCOUTED 


Indians Listen Stolidly to Evidence 
on Collections to ‘Recover’ Half 
of This State.

MONTREAL, .Quebec, Oct. 3.—Ex- 
cept for the decorum and legal air 
of the Court of King’s Bench, the 
great room resembled a pow-wow of 
Indian men and squaws when the 
so-called ‘‘Indian case’’ was begun to- 
day before a jury, with Justice Wil- 
son presiding. 
Orrin J. Kellogg, former lawyer, of 
Wisconsin; his wife, Laura Cornelius 
Kellogg, and ‘her brother, Chief W. 
K. Cornelius, are charged with con- 
spiring to obtain some $15,000 by 
false pretenses from members of the 


Ontario reservations. 

The spectators’ seats were almost 
entirely taken by. Iroquois Indians 
from the Caughnawaga Reserve. Si- 
lent women, most of them elderly, 
wearing black shawls, 
back. The men, equally quiet, were 
seated nearer the front, craning their 
necks from time to time so as not 
to miss a word of the evidence. 

Behind the charge of conspiracy 
there is an ambitious plan to recover 
millions of. acres of land, covering 
the whole western part of the State 
of New York, the land which, the 
Kelloggs contend, is ‘‘by right of 
conquest from other tribes the right- 
ful property of the Six Nations.”’ 

The Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice, on the other hand, accuse the 
Kelloggs and Chief Cornelius of ob- 
taining subscriptions from Indians 
at the Oka, Caughnawaga, St. Regis, 
Lorette, Munsey and other Canadian 
reservations by false pretenses. The 
scheme of rehabilitation and the de- 
mand for such a huge territory are 
considered beyond the wildest dreams 
by the matter of fact Canadian Fed- 
eral police, and they, indeed, take the 
stand that whatever tie amounts 
subscribed by hundreds of Indians 
were to have been used for, the sums 
were collected by false representa- 
tions. 

Corporal Styren gave testimony to 
show that a total of $9,543 was col- 
lected from the Lorette Reservation, 


a Huron colony near Quebec, by or 
for the defendants. The witness de- 
clared that the secretaries of the 
various reservations were entitled to 
20 per cent. of the amounts collected. 

Mrs. Aline Bastien, who operates 
a store in Montreal, said that she 
had collected $561 from descendants 
of Hurons of Lorette who live in 
Montreal. Indian meetings, she tes- 
tified, have been held at the back of 
her store.

Detectives Today Will Test Her 
Story of Murder on Check. +

POLICE SEE INTERFERENCE 





Declare Effort is Being Made to 
Hinder Inquiry—Still No Trace 
of Beach, Fugitive. 





Special to The New York Times, 
HAMMONTON, N. J., Oct. 3.— 
Mrs:- Margaret Lilliendahl is to 
damonstate tomorrow the manner in 
which she says her husband, Dr.

“T will have with me copies of the 
statements containing Mrs. Lillien- 
dahl’s stories of the murder,” said 
Chief Harrold, ‘‘and I shall make a 
careful check-up between those 
statements and her re-enactment of 
the crime.”’ 

Willis Beach, who fled a ‘week ago 
and who is sought under a warrant 
charging him with being accessory 
to the murder, remained today be- 
yond the reach of the police. The 
Grand Jury is to convene on Thurs- 
day at Mays Landing and thirty- 
five subpoenas for witnesses to ap- 
pear were served today.

BLACKPOOL, England, Oct. 3.— 
The first act of the annual confer- 
ence of the Labor Party, opening 


here today, was to follow the path 
of the Trade Union conference in 
Edinburgh by turning a cold shoulder 
to communism. 

Not only was a denunciation of the 
Communist ‘‘powers of dissension’’ in 
the British labor movement the main 
theme of the opening address of the 
Chairman, F. O. Roberts, M. P., but 
the conference itself upheld the na- 
tional executive when friends of the 
Teachers’ Labor League, an organiza- 
tion under Red influence, challenged 
the party leaders for expelling it. 
There was an overwhelming show of 
hands voting approbation of ridding 
the Labor Party of the Moscow-in- 
fected organization. 

The first day’s session was signal- 
ized by farewells to the Labor Party 
by some civil service unions, notably 
the Postal Workers, who are barred 
from a share in the Labor Party 
councils by the Trade Union act.

_bye,”’ said C. G. Ammon, M, P., 
leader of the Postal Workers. He

BERLIN, Oct. 8.—President von 
Hindenburg brought to a close the 
three-day celebration of his eightieth 
birthday by attending a gala demon- 
stration of the German Kyffhauser 
League, a veterans’ organization, of 
which h» is Honorary President and 
which is in convention here. 

Dressed in his Marshal’s uniform, 
he made the trip to the Stadium, as 
yesterday, but an entirely different 
picture met his eyes. Yesterday only 
a scattering few uniforms were in 
evidence inside the Stadium walls. 
Today there were 80,000 veterans in 
all the glamour of the Imperial Ger- 


man military attire. Thousands of 
Ss and banners, several two: cen- 
turies old, floated over the sea of sol- 
diers. President von Hindenburg 
drove around the field in his automo- 
bile and then.reviewed the guard of 
honor, which was composed of a 
company of active Reichswehr 
ps. 

Prominence is being given to con- 
gratulatory cablegrams from Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Clarence Cham- 
berlin, both being reproduced in a 
number of papers just as they ap- 
peared on especially engraved forms 
for the President’s anniversary. The 
wording of the former Kaiser’s greet- 
ing has not been revealed, and the 
President’s answer will be sent by 
special courier, it is believed, as was 
his answer to Wilhelm’s comments 
on von Hindenburg’s Tannenberg 
speech. 

_ President von Hindenburg tonight 
issued an address to the German 
people in which he said: 

‘“‘My birthday wish that new means 
would be provided to pay our debt 
to the war veterans and their wid- 
ows and orphans was responded to in 
the most satisfactory manner by the

Reception by Belgian Monarchs. 


All the members of the ‘‘good-will’’

On arrival at the palace the 
Legionaires were shown to a large 
reception hall adjoining a smaller 
room, where the King and Queen 
were waiting. 

King Albert, in the uniform of a 
Belgian field General, stood in front 
of a large fireplace at one end of the 
room, directly beneath a huge chan- 
delier hung with crystals. The 
Queen, who wore a cream-colored 
gown of sheer chiffon trimmed with 
lace and rhinestones. stood at his 
right. American Ambassador Hugh 
Gibson was at his left. 

Behind the King stood General Du 
Roy Deblicquy, adatom veseabest-bete (cls ME Ast: 
Belgian cavalry when it stopped the 
German advance at Louvain, and 
other officers of the Belgian court. 

The Legionaires, headed by Com- 
mander Savage, entered the room 
one by one, each giving his name to 
Ambassador Gibson, who repeated it 
to King Albert. 

After he had been presented to the 
Belgian Monarchs, Commander Sav- 
age took his place beside the Queen 
and indicated to her the delegations 
of the various States as they passed. 

Both the King and Queen showed 
great familiarity with the geography 
of the United States. To John Crow- 
ley of Massachusetts, one of the Le- 
gion color bearers, King Albert said: 

‘You are from Massachusetts? Oh, 
yes, that is the Great Bay State. 


Talks With Blinded Veterans. 


When Colonel Henry D. Lindsley of 
New York, former Legion Comman- 
der, and General Guy Wilson of Flint, 
Mich., both of whom served on the 
Legion committee which invited the 
Belgian rulers to visit America six 
years ago, were presented to King 
Albert, he recognized them immedi- 
ately and recalled their previous 
visit. 

With the Pennsylvania delegation 
was Frank Schobel of Philadelphia, 
who lost sight of both of his eyes 
in the fighting near Verdun. King 
Albert questioned Schobel at great 
length and wanted to know how he 
was wounded. 

The Queen also showed great in- 
terest in the blind veteran. As she 





shook hands with him Schobel said: 


“T want to take this opportunity to 
thank your Majesty on behalf of the 
blind veterans at Evergreen Hosp 
in Baltimore for the visit you paid us 
six years ago when you were in 
America.’”’ 

“TI remember very well my visit,’ 
replied Queen Elizabeth. ‘‘It was 
nice of you to recall it.’’ 

Many of the Legionaires were not 
advised beforehand that they were 
to be received by the Queen as well 
as by the King and did not know 
who the smiling woman standing to 
the King’s right was. She seemed 
so young many thought she must be 
a Princess and did not know whether 
they were expected to shake hands 
with her or not. Several wete on 
the point of leaving the room with- 
out shaking hands with the Queen 
when Commander Savage took them 
by the arm and led them back. 

After the reception the Legionaires 
were shown through the royal pal- 
ace, which was built in 1831 by King 
Leopold I of Belgium and was fur- 
nished in the late Eighteenth Cen- 
tury style, with the rooms all in 
white and gilt mirrors everywhere. 


Francqui Praises Us on Debts. 


From the palace the members of 
the ‘‘good will’’ tour were taken in 


eight big buses to the American 
Club, where they were guests at a 
luncheon presided over by Ambassa- 
dor Gibson. After welcoming the 
Legionaires, Mr. Gibson introduced 
Minister of Finance Emile Francqui 
of Belgium, who with Herbert Hoov- 
er carried on the work of feeding 
the Belgian population during the 
welcome you would have found here 
war.

Federal Court Rules That Jury 
Is to Be Sole Judge of Morals 
of ‘What Happens.’ 


AUTHOR DEFENDS HIS WORK 


Hermann Says tt Is True Picture 
of Behavior of High School and 
College Boys and Girls. 





The value of the testimony of lit- 
erary experts in aiding a jury to de- 
termine whether a book is obscene 
was discounted yesterday by Federal 
Judge Knox when he ruled that an 
array of writers and critics who had 
approved the book ‘‘What Hap- 
pens,’’ and stood ready to testify to 
its literary chasity, would not be per- 
mitted to take the stand. 

The Government recently seized 300 
copies of this book, which was writ- 
ten by John Herrmann of New Pres- 
ton, Conn., formerly a student at the 
University of Michigan and at George 
Washington University. ‘‘What Ha 
ens’? was published in English in 
ijon, France, and the 300 copies 
were seized as soon as they reached 
this port.

Superseding Indictment Names 
Four More in Alleged 
Insurance Plot. 


INVESTIGATORS ARE PRAISED 


Grand Jury Commends Their Work 
In “Bringing to Book This 
Group of Conspirators.” 


The Federal Grand Jury yesterday 
reported a superseding imdictment 
naming eleven men as defendants 
on charges of consviracy to burn 
Bishop’s Warehouse, at 52-54 Green- 
wich Street, thereby defrauding 
nineteen insurance companies. The 
original indictment named only seven 
defendants, 

The superseding indictment alleges 
also that the defendants conspired to 
remove merchandise from bond ille- 
gally, to defeat the Customs act, to 
file false statements of damages and 
to commit other crimes which are 
set forth in fifteen counts. The de- 
fendants are: 

Socrates Moschalades,, Adolphus 
Brook, George A. Spirou, John Pala- 
tos, John Courmalis, Peter Andrews, 
Simon Zwiebach, Joseph Kwit, 
Charles Carmen, alias Charles Ka- 
mins, alias Mike; George Martine 
and Samuel Kirschner. 

Zwiebach and Carmen are charge# 
with having actually set fire to the 
warehouse on June 24 last. Four 
other men arrested and arraigned in 
connection with the fire have not 
been indicted. It is understood they 
have given valuable information to 
the Government. 

Moschalades and his brother, Styli- 
anos, who was not accused of any 
part in the alleged crimes, were in 
business as Moschalades Brothers, 
importers. Courmalis was President 
of Courmalis & Co., Inc., 22 James 
Street, and Spirou was an importer 
and exporter at 150 Nassau Street. \ 

The Government alleges’ that 
through the conspiracy insurance 
companies weze to be defrauded of 
‘between $400,000 and $800,000’’ for 

oods that were ‘‘safe and sound.”’ 

t is charged that large quantities of 
tapestries, olives, wines and other 
imported merchandise have been il- 
legally removed from the warehouse. 

Courmalis and Martine are charged 
with conspiracy to prevent the detec- 
tion of Zwiebach and Carmen and 
to prevent also the suppression of 
the fire. Misuse of the mails, through 
the sending of an alleged fraudulent 
letter to Moschalades Brothers which 
was to be shown to Government of- 











ficials, also is charged.

Haubert in $5,000 bail for a hearing 
on Oct. 10. A police record shows 
Fischer served a term in the peni- 
tentiary for endangering the morals 
of a minor in 1917. ; 

Rose Sennano, 10 years old, of 37 
Meeker Av., and Lucy Ajennach, 12 
years old, of 174 Bayard Street, were 
walking past the women’s shelter 
house in the park on Sunday when 
they were accosted by a man who 
made offensive remarks to them, 
they said. The man followed them 
and they ran away screaming. 

The screams attracted the attention 
of spectators at a ball game in the 
park and Fischer. was chased and 
finally caught. An attempt was be- 
ing made to put a rope around his 
neck when Patrolman Fauls arrived. 
Fauls dispersed part of the crowd 
with his nightstick until he was able 
to get to Fischer.- Upon seeing the 
policeman the few who were hold- 
ing Fischer ran away. Fauls took 
Fischer to the Herbert Street Station, 
where he was charged with impair- 
ing the morals of a minor. Fauls said 
that the delay in finding a tree tall 
enough to hang Fischer was largely 
responsible for Fischer’s escape from 
the crowd.

EW YORK, like other cities, has a traffic 

“ problem largely because the street-users 
have outgrown the street space. Many roadways 
built in 1890 are not an inch wider today, 
and modern traffic leaves them sadly unable 
-to carry their load. Cities grow larger, but 
streets.only grow older — and congested traffic 
is the certain result. 


Indeed, traffic could hardly move at all if so 
much of it did not move through the space 
given: over to car tracks. In large cities, 75 per 
cent of all the street-users are transported by 
street cars. A street car occupying 400 square 
feet of roadway can carry 100 passengers — 
each passenger occupying four square feet of 
the street area. There is no other transporta- 
tion method by which anywhere near 100 
people can be carried in anything like 400 
square feet of roadway. That is why the car 
tracks are the backbone‘of the traffic system.

sioner Harris announced that three 
dealers had been ordered to suspend 
business pending disposition of the 
charges against them. They are the 
New ‘Lots Cooperative *-Association, 
Inc., at Essex Street and Wortmans 
Avenue, ‘Brooklyn; Max: Feld, John- 
son Avenue, Glendale, Queens, and 


Morris Cohen, Cooper Avenue and 
Van Dine Street, Glendale. 

“Inspectors of special skill who 
have distinguished themselves in our 
campaign to prevent bootlegging and 
other violations of the Sanitary 
Code have been designated to check 
up on methods employed in some 
dairies,” Dr. Harris said. ‘“They 
have been instructed not to embargo 
milk products or to take any action 
that will at any time subject them 
to the criticism that they are resur- 
recting the strong-arm practices that 
prevailed in the Health’ Department 
when organized and systematic graft 
was flourishing. 

“These inspectors never go singly, 
for their own protection against 
trumped up charges. Theirs is purely 


a work of inspection and checking 
up. Not the least of their functions 
is to show up the laxity of the su- 
pervising or regular inspection staff 
of the department. If they find con-

The newspaper photographer of the 
future must be a well educated jour- 
nalist with as keen a sense of news 
as the reporter, in the opinion of W. 
J. (Toppie) Edwards, President of 
The Topical Press Agency of Lon- 
don, sometimes referred to as ‘‘the 
father of the newspaper photo- 
graph.’’

FIRST FRENCH NOTE. 


Following is the text of the first 


French note dated Sept. 14: 
The French Government has 


noted the proposals and requests 
contained in the aide memoire 
which the First Secretary of the 


Embassy of the United States was 


good enough to forward to the Po- 
litical Director 4’ the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs on Sept. 7. 

The French Government has con- 
sidered, with the most cordial de- 
sire to do justice to American in- 
terests, the situation arising from 
the tariff reform of Aug. 30, 1927. 

It does not intend to deny that 
this reform implies, as regards cer- 
tain products originating in and 
coming from the United States 
which are not included in lists A 
and B of the modus vivendi of 
March-April, 1910, an augmenta- 
tion resulting both from‘ the in- 
crease of basic duties and the with- 
drawal of the _ benefits 
Article 2 of the decree of Aug. 28, 
1921, assured to the said products. 

But it has appeared to the French 
Government that the benefits as- 
sured by this decree as to Ameri- 


can products without any con-- 


tractual obligation constituted a 
measure motivated in 1921 by ex- 
ceptional circumstances, and par- 
ticularly by the momentary posi- 
tion of certain European States to 
which other States had taken ex- 
ception or had claimed the bene- 
fit of these advantages, and that 
finally the exceptional treatment 
which they implied for the United 
States was not in harmony with 
the constant increase in American 
tariffs and the reenforcement of 
customs barriers practiced by 
America since that time to the 
detriment of certain specific prod- 
ucts of the French trade. 

The French Government has 
therefore deemed that it should re- 
turn, om the occasion of the cus- 
toms reform instituted in conse- 
quence of the Franco-German 
treaty, and within the limit of this 
reform, to the legal position which 
resulted from the simultaneous 
acts of 1910. 

It welcomes, on the other hand, 
with the greatest satisfaction, the 
offer made to it by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to sub- 
stitute for these simultaneous acts, 
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which have only given an incom- 
plete status to exchanges between 
the two countries, a treaty giving 
to individuals and corporations of 
each of the two States, as well 
as to their trade and navigation, 
extended guarantees consistent in 
all points with their traditional 
friendship. 

As the American Government 
suggests, it (i. e., the French Gov- 
ernment) is ready to begin within 
a few weeks the negotiation of a 
treaty of this nature, but it be- 
lieves, however, that it should sub- 
ordinate its adhesion to a prelimi- 
nary assurance. 

Today, as during the laborious 
negotiations carried on from 1897 
until 1910, the French Government 

~ believes that it is not possible to 
~place-on the same level the in- 
discriminate epplicetison of the 
common customs law practiced by 
the United States, which excludes 
any present or eventual favor be- 
ing granted to third States and the 
positive advantages of the most 
favored nation treatment and of 
tae granting of the minimum 
French tariff. 

On the other hand, the French 
Government is of the opinion that 
the prohibitive régime resulting 
for certain French products from 
the particularly high tariffs which 
the United States has in force at 
present and the moderate rates of 
the French minimum tariff, which 
offer to American exporters gen- 
erous possibilities on the French 
market, cannot be considered as 
equivalent. 


Preliminary Draft Unacceptable. 


The French Government cannot 
therefore consider that Article 7 of 


‘the preliminary draft presented by 

the American Embassy under date 
_of Sept. 12 constitutes a favorable 
-basis for the negotiations which it 
is disposed to undertake. 

It would like to receive the 
assurance of the American Govern- 
ment that it agrees to consider 
that the negotiations which are 
about to be undertaken must on 
the one hand arantee to Amer- 
ica a treatment of more complete 
equality with its most favored 
competitors on the French market 
under the — of granting the

and arantee to French exports 
advantages of the same nature on 
the American market, not:only by 
the application without discrimina- 
tion of the tariff of the United 
States, but also should there be 
occasion by such reductions or 
adaptations of this tariff as might 
appear necessary to permit the 
sale of certain specific French 
goods on the American market. 

If the French Government were to 
receive this preliminary assurance 
which appears to it to be the in- 
dispensable starting point for the 
elaboration of a treaty consistent 
with equity and the interests of 
the two countries, it would be dis- 
posed, in order to facilitate the 
negotiations and to permit of their 
development in an atmosphere of 
active cordiality, to enact immedi- 
ately a decree diminishing by 50 
per cent. the surplus rates insti- 
tuted by the decree of Aug..30 for 
the benefit of products originating 
in and coming from the United 
States which, not being covered 
by the statute of 1910, find them- 
selves at present subjected to the 
maximum rates of the said tariffs. 

This highly conciliatory measure 
would take place immediately after 
an exchange of letters specifying 
the obiect which the two Govern- 
ments have in view in opening the 
negotiations for a definite treaty. 

It may be withdrawn if these 
negotiations should not bring 
forth the happy result that the two 
Governments hope for. 


THE AMERICAN REPLY. 


Following is the American reply to 
the note dated Sept. 19: 


The, Government of the United 
States has received the aide-me- 
moire of the French Government 
on the subject of possible tariff 
arrangements to be made be- 
tween the two Governments pend- 
ing the negotiation of a definitive 
treaty. This aide-memoire touches 
also on the French conception of 
certain principles which might be 
included in such treaty. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States is. 
both surprised and disappointed at 
the attitude of the French Govern- 
ment as therein expressed. It had 
supposed that the French Govern- 
ment fully understood that the 
American law which fixes the tariff 
on imports does not envisage .the 
conclusion of a treaty of reciproc- 
ity in regard to rates of duty. © 

assing, indeed, beyond the mere 
limitations of the ‘law ii 
broader field of international -trade 
relations, it is the profound belief 
of the American Government that 
the only satisfactory basis of such 
relations is to be found in the do- 
main of equal treatment of the 
trade of all nations. -Any other 
policy can lead only to confusion 
and misunderstanding, and, in the 
opinion of the American Govern- 
ment, is opposed to the soundest 
principe of world economics and 
essentially of world good-will. 


Equality To All Essential. 


Unless the principle of equality 
of treatment to all is admitted 


there can be no confidence in the 
stability of trade relations and the 
beginning of such discriminatory 
action can only lead to its extension 
throughout the world, thus creat-

It is the understanding of the 
American Government that the 
principles on ‘which -the French 
Government fixes its tariff. are 
those expressed in 1891 by M. Me- 
line in his report on March 8 to the 
Chamber of Deputies. M. Meline 
said at that time: ‘ 

The producer demands, as is his 
right, that account be taken of 
the heavy costs which burden his 
labor and of the disadvantages 
to which he should not be sub- 
jected. In the formation of a 
customs tariff le asks that the 
Legislature measure exactly the 
differential which separates him 
from his foreign competitor, and 
that the tariff rate inscribed in 
the act be the representation of 
this differential. 

Your commission believed this 
demand proper, and it is upon 
this basis that it has tried to per- 
form the difficult work which 
you have entrusted to it. It has 
searched for the exact rate which 
seemed indispensable for each 
branch cf industry and agricul- 
ture to assure its existence and 
free development. It has con- 
sidered that to give to the tariff 
a real value and to ve lob ba: ¥-4-) 
and confidence to French pro- 
duction, it is important, above 
all, to fix the minimum rate 
which will‘ be assured to them 
and below which in future there 
will be no conces::ons.

SyobelspSCMAcERMe ri mberttebielitemehubed 
policy is based; it is this that 
determines its real character. 

This theory was restated in 1906 
by M. Morel, who said: 

We have been entirely guided 
by the fundamental rules laid 
down by the founders of the cus-

Your commission * * * has tried 
to measure @xactly the differ- 
ences which ‘exist between the 
French producer and his foreign 
competitor by reason of the costs 
which burden his work and the 
disadvantages which exist 
through no fault of his, and it 
has placed in the minimum tariff 
the figure representing this dif- 
ference. 


It is precisely on this theory of 
protection that the rates of dut 
of the American tariff law rest, 
and it is believed that a tariff de- 
signed for the protection of pro- 
ducers and the raising of reve- 
nue is not open to objection by 
other Governments when it is ap- 
plied equally to all. 

The Government of the United 
States would, therefore, not criti- 
cize non-discriminatory tariff rates 
imposed by France, since it con- 
siders that rates are matter solely 
of internal policy. It feels, how- 
ever, that a protest is justified 
when these rates do not apply 
equally to all nations. 

The American Government is not 
now making any criticism of the 
non-discriminatory rates France 
has- adopted, but objects only to 
the fact that France is discriminat- 
ing against the trade of the United 
States by applying to many cate- 
gories of American goods rates in 
some cases four:times as high as 
upon similar “articles imported

in the French market. 


No Margin for Bargaining. 
While the rates of duty of the 
American tariff rest upon the same 
theory of protection as do the 
“minimum” rates of the French 
tariff, it may be pointed out that 
the so-called ‘‘general’’ or ‘‘maxi- 


mum’’ rates of the French tariff, 
in the words of the report of 
French Commission on Tariffs and 
Commercial Conventions submitted 
to the Chamber of Deputies on 
March 25, 1927 (document No. 4220) 
are devised ‘‘in order to leave to 
the negotiators of commercial 
agreements the margin between the 
duties in the two columns as the es- 
sential counterpart which they may 

ive in exchange for the advan- 

ges which they wish to procure.’’ 
The existing rates of the American 
tariff, it should be noted, embody 
no such margin for bargaining. 

The French Government arvears 
to entertain the view that l'rance 
is justified in discriminating 
against American trade because it 
considers that the average rate of 
duty imposed by the United States 
on imports from France is higher 
than the average rate imposed by 
France on imports from the United 
States. 

But this is not discrimination. 
Our rates are uniform on these im- 
ports, they are the same for others 
as for France. This argument, 
moreover, is not admitted by the 
Government of the United States, 
which, as stated above, considers 
tariff rates a domestic matter and 
at the same time considers all dis- 
crimination to be unjustified.

Invisible Exports Large. 


Moreover, in any consideration 
of trade relations between France 


and the United States, it is neces- 
sary to bear in mind the very large 
invisible exports of France by rea- 
son of expenditures of American 
tourists amounting to well over 
$200,000,000 annually. 

The American Government points 
out ‘that it is entirely impracti- 
cable for countries to apply to each 
other’s trade exactly or even ap- 
proximately the same average rates 
of duty, which appears to be the 
logical conclusion of the French 
contention, in view of the varying 
commodities entering into interna- 
tional trade as well. as the: differ- 
ences in price levels, purchasing 
power and other conditions of the 
respective countries. 

In the trade between the United 
States and Brazil the position of 
the United States-is the reverse of 
that existing with France. About 
95 per cent. of the imports into the 
United States from Brazil are en- 
tirely free of duty, while a large 
proportion of all American exports 
to Brazil are dutiable. 

Yet the American Government 
does not, for this reason, contend 
that 95 per cent. of the goods from 
the United States which are im- 
ported into Brazil should be ad- 
mitted free of duty. On the con- 
trary the Government of the 
United States cannot object to 
whatever duty may be levied by 
France or Brazil, or any other na- 
tion, wien there is no discrimina- 
tion as between the United States 
and other countries. Absence of

The policy of the American Tar- 
iff law makes no discrimination 
whatsoever between articles im- 
ported from different countries.

Arti- 
cle 317 of the present American 
Tariff law gives the executive the 
right to impose additional duties 
on goods coming from a country 
which discriminates in its tariff 
against the trade of the United 
States. 


Loath to Penalize French Goods. 


The American Government is 
very loath to increase its tariff 
on articles imported from France, 
which is clearly at the present 
time practicing serious discrimina- 
tion as contrasted with its treat- 
ment of similar goods imported 
from other nations which are com- 
petitors of the United States. 

It has so far refrained from do- 
ing so, since it believes that upon 
reconsideration the French Gov- 
ernment will realize the essential 
justice of the American principle 
already, as nected above, endorsed 
by representatives of the other na- 
tions of the world assembled in 
conferencé at Geneva, that jt will 
hesitate to discriminate against a 
nation which has always main- 
tained’ an intimate friendship with 
France, and will therefore see its 
way clear both to the negotiation 





of a treaty guaranteeing general 
most-favored-nation treatment and 
to suspending in the interim its 
“manifest discrimination against 
American products. 


SECOND FRENCH NOTE. 


Following is the text of the second 
French note, dated Sept. 30: 

The aide memoire which the 
Government of the United States 
delivered on Sept. 20 to the French 
Government has been the object on 
the part of the latter of an espe- 
cially exhaustive examination, 
-which gives rise to the following 
remarks: 

The principle of the equality of 
commercial relations, which the 
Government of the United States 
declares is the only sound basis of 
international relations and the only 
guarantee against a number of 
political or economic dangers 
which it sets forth in detail, is far 
from having received the unani- 
mous adhesion which the Govern- 
ment of the United States con- 
siders as obtained. 

It is true that this doctrine was 
formulated in the United States 
during the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century, and ‘‘the equality 
of commercial conditions,’’ com- 
pleted, it is true, by ‘‘the abolition 
of economic barriers,’’ was pre- 
sented thus to the Allied and Asso- 
ciated Powers as one of the condi- 
tions for the re-establishment of 


peace, 

But-the principle of equality of 
economic conditions, even com- 
aac by the abolition of economic 

arriers, was not considered by the 
Peace Conference of 1919 as a suf- 
ficient guarantee in itself to en- 
sure fair and peaceful relations be- 
tween nations, and it is not the 
equality of commercial conditions, 
but the more comprehensive for- 
mula of the equitable treatment of 
commerce which is contained in 
Article 23 (E) of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations. There is 
no doubt, either, that the choice 
of this formula was dictated b 
reasons of necessary fair reci- 
procity and liberaiism. 


Equality Not Envisaged at Genoa. 


When in 1922 the nations of Eu- 
rope again met at Genoa it was 
again not the simple formula of 
equality of commercial conditions 


that they envisaged as the guaran- 
tee of economic restoration. Arti- 
cle 9 of the Genoa deliberations 
states in effect: 

“The conference recalls the prin- 
ciple of equitable treatment of 
commerce set forth in Article 23 of 
the Covenant of the League of Na- 
atop etcPE Dele Macey el-ah amu -leeseetect-yels (ga ael-) 
resumption of commercial relations 
on the basis of commercial 
treaties, resting on the one hand 
on the system of a reciprocity 
adapted to special circumstances 
and applying on the other as far 
as possible the clause of the most 
favored nation.’’ 

All later technical conferences, in 
the first rank of which should be 
placed the International Confer- 
ence for the &'mplification of Cus- 
toms Formalities, admit that dis- 
crimination can be envisaged and 
content themselves with condemn- 
ing unfair discrimination (Article 
2 of the said Convention). 

Lastly, since the Government of 
the United States desires in its aide 
memoire to refer to the conclusions 
of the recent International Confer- 
ence at Geneva, it should be speci- 
fied that the latter, while proclaim- 
ing that the reciprocal granting of 
the unconditional clause of the 
most-favored-nation treatment as 
regards customs duties and trade 
conditions constitutes an essential 
element of the free and normal de- 
velopment of exchanges between 
nations, admits immediately after- 
ward that it is for each country to 
decide in which cases and in what 
measure this fundamental guar- 
antee should be inserted in a given 
treaty. 

But what is most important to 
note is that the Economic Confer- 
ence of Geneva, to wich the Amer- 
ican Government refers, did not 
only recommend the _ reciprocal 
granting in as large a measure as 
possible of the most-favored-nation 
treatment, but placed in the fore- 
ground of its declarations the ne- 
cessity of lowering excessive tariffs 
by common agreement. At the be- 
ginning the chapter relating to 
commercial policy and commercial 
treaties declares: 

“The main conclusion to be 
drawn from the work of the con- 
ference in the field of commercial 

olicy is that the time has come 

o put a stop to the growth of cus- 
toms tariffs and to reverse the 
direction of the moévement by an 
effort along three lines, viz: 

““(1) Individual action by States 
with regard to their own tariffs; 

““(2) Bilateral action through the 
conclusjon of suitable commercial 
treaties; 3 

‘“(3). Collective action by means of 
an inquiry, with a view to encour- 
aging the expansion of internation- 
al trade on an equitable basis by re- 
moving or lowering the barriers to 
international trade which are set 
up by excessive customs tariffs. 

Thus the Economic Conference 
at Geneva associates with the idea 
of equality of commercial condi- 
tions the reduction by autonomous 
or contractual means of the ex- 
cessive tariffs at present in force, 
and it is in full conformity with 
the doctrines of this conference, 
warmly upheld by. the French dele- 
gation, that the French Govern- 
ment has proposed to the Govern- 
ment of the United States a treaty 
based both on the application in 
as large measure as possible of the 
most-favored-nation clause and on 
the customs adjustments which 
might seem necessary in order ie) 
favor the commerce of the two 
countries. 


Treaty With Germany Cited. 


France, on the other hand, has al- 
ready applied the-two inseparable 
aspects of the doctrine proclaimed 
by the Geneva Conference in a 
recent agreement -with Germany. 

She is preparing other treaties on 


the same basis, and she is able to 
note in the course of the negotia- 
‘tions which she is pursuing. that 
most of the countries of Europe 
would consider not as progress, 
but-as a step backward in commer- 
cial: policy, a partial application of 
the Geneva doctrine by virtue of 
which, whatever commercial ad- 
vantages may be exchanged, most- 
favored-nation treatment should be 
granted indifferently to all coun- 
tries without taking into account 
the protectionism of some and the 
the liberalism of others in such a 
manner that there would result a 
benefit for the former to the detri- 
ment of the latter and a miscar- 
riage of justice as regards the con- 
tracting State itself. 

2. This opinion is furthermore in 
accordance with the one which the 
United States endeavored to cause 
to prevail in the world when, in 
1778 in their treaty with France, 
they introduced the conditional 
clause of most-favored-nation treat- 
ment and the obligation of a fair 
compensation for the advantages 
accorded by them to a third state 
to a third State and claimed by the 
contracting State. 

The later declarations of Presi- 
dent Monroe and President John 
Quinc Adams also proclaimed 
that the most-favored-nation clause 
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could only be granted in exchange 
for special advantages.

Change of American Policy. 


When the Government of the 
United States abandoned its efforts

The tariff doctrine of France has 
been unvarying since 1892, but it 
does not correspond to the Ameri- 
can Government’s notion of it. 

Indeed, the law of 1892 stipulated 
in its first article that ‘“‘the mini- 
mum tariff A be applied to goods 
of countries allowing French goods 
to benefit i correlative advan- 
tages and which will apply to them 
their lowest tariffs.’’ * 

This text expressly provides, 
therefore, that the absence of dis- 
crimination does not suffice to 
justify the granting of the mini- 
mum tariff, but that in addition 
there must exist advantages cor- 
relative to those included in the 
French minimum tariff. 

Since the law of 1892, commented 
upon by M. Meline, and since the 
bg) le) No) gm. Oo) a.) i be Me het) a) 
French Government has always 
subordinated the granting of the 
minimum tariff, that is to say, the 
most-favored-nation clause, to the 
reciprocal granting of a régime 
favorable to its trade. 

From 1892 to 1914 France con- 
cluded many treaties of commerce 
in which the concession of the 
French minimum tariff is limited 
to certain articles, in view of the 
not etd favorable régime which 
the contracting States granted in 
general to the French export trade, 
and it is on the basis of this very 
French tariff law that the Gov- 
ernments which from 1897 to 1910 
negotiated with the United States, 
in conformity with the doctrine 
which the Government of this 
country is invoking, were not able 
to see their way clear, in view of 
the disparity of French and Amer- 
ican tariffs and in view of the in- 
equality of the advantages result- 
ing from the general tariff estab- 
efiment by the United States and 
the minimum tariff in force in 
France to establish the relations of 
the two countries on the reciprocal

Provisions of Law of 1919. 


It is in conformity with this 
spirit that the law of 1919 (which 


the Government of the United 
States did not mention) stipulated 
that in commercial conventions 
France could accord ‘‘reductions in 
the rates of the general tariff cal- 
culated in percentages on the dif- 
ference exisiting between this gen- 
eral tariff and the minimum tar- 
iff.”’ The law of 1919 thus makes 
it clear that the “granting of the 
minimum tariff does not indicate 
the minimum concession and the 
usual régime, but the maximum 
concession and exceptional treat- 
ment which negotiators can in ex- 
change for correlative advantages 
accord to foreign countries. 

In the opinion of all the French 
Governments which have succeeded 
each other the granting of the 
peobbebbeotbbesMachubeabest ham elelmel-Molt-bheel-.el 
as a matter of law, but can only 
be obtained as a matter of fact by 
the States which assure to French 
products real possibilities of sale 
on their market. . 

It is in conformity with this 
same conception that the French 
Government, in its explanatory 
statement of the Draft Tariff bill, 
which it recently submitted to Par- 
liament, contemplated that in case 
the needs of the French export 
trade should be met by an equi- 
table régime, the most liberal appli- 
cation could be made of the law 
of 1919, namely, the general and 
unconditional granting of most- 
favored-nation treatment. 

It is this treatment which the 
French Government has envisaged 
for the United States. If, however, 
the United States is disposed to as- 
sure to French commerce equitable 
conditions and possibility of the 
use of facilities to which, in order 
to respect the fundamental laws of 
the Republic, the Government must 
subordinate the favorable treat- 
ment which it offers to the United 
States. 

The United States cannot be sur- 
prised that France should wish, in 
order to safeguard her exchanges 
and commercial balance, to obtain 
contractual guarantees. She must 
do so in the interest not only of

engagements. As the American ex- 
perts were the first to say in the 
Dawes Plan, any country can only 
secure for itself possibilities of 
transfer by the sale of its goods. 

The Government of the United 
States draws moreover from its 
trade with France and with for- 
eign countries an ensemble of 
deductions that is tending to prove 
that France is not subjected to any 
discrimination; that this general

war, : 

If the régime which the United 
States imposed on French exporta- 
tion had not been subjected since 
1913 to regular restrictions, both 
by the schedule of rates of the 
Fordney bill and by the manner in 
which they have been applied, the 
figure of $136,877,999 for 1913 
should have amounted in 1926 to 
about $200,000,000, taking into ac- 
count the increase which prices 
specified in dollars have under- 
acu and the new possibilities of 
rench exports. 

It ma erefore be os con- 
cluded that if the French exports 
of 1913 calculated on $136,877, 
and if the exports of 1926 are lim- 
ited to $152,030,000 that signifies 
that French export trade to the 
United States has undergone a 
formidable restriction. 

It is impossible not to recognize 
that this restriction is due to the 
excessive elevation of American 
tariffs affecting the rincipal 
French products, as is shown by 
examples here given:

Big Jumps in American Exports. 


It is to be noted, moreover, that 
from 1913 to 1927 exports from the 
United States to France passed 
from 890,302,000 gold francs in 1913 
to 1,512,968,000 gold francs from 
the period July 1, 1926, to June 30, 
1927, rape ip during that period 
the purchasing power of France 
was markedly diminished as a re- 
sult of the monetary crisis, and the 
increased production of France 
most probably allowed her to dis- 
pense with such large imports. 

It can therefore not be contended 
that the present régime to which 
imports from France into the 
United States are subject has not 
seriously prejudiced French ex- 

rts and that the balance of bene- 
its established by the simultaneous 
decrees of 1910 has not since that 
time been profoundly altered to our 
disadvantage. 

Moreover, French exports en- 
counter obstacles, not only by vir- 
tue of restrictions resulting from 
the new American tariff but also 
bef virtue of the methods of its ap- 
plication not only in America at the 
moment of customs clearance but 
also in France itself, where, with 
a view of this clearance, the 
American customs administration 
asserts its right to resort to prac- 
tices which the French law forbids 
to the French Government itself. 

In addition to the tariff and cus- 
toms formalities there exists a 
series of regulations of a sanitary 
or phytopathological nature which 
are often completely fatal to agri- 
cultural exports from France.

PARIS HEARS ACCORD 
RESTS WITH EXPERTS 


But Statement by French Com- 
merce Minister Is Doubted 
in Washingtor. 
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PARIS, Oct. 3.—Following the pub- 
lication this afternoon of the notes 
exchanged between Washington and 
Paris on the subject of tariffs, Mau- 
rice Bokanowski, Minister of Com- 
merce, issued a communiqué in 
which he said the American Govern- 
ment had expressed the belief that 
it was unwise to continue the debate 
on customs doctrines and that the 
dispute should now be handled by 
technicians for the purpose of reach- 


—- agreement. 
ctly, the communiqué said: 

“It seems that the French note of 

Sept. 30 has led the Government of 

the United States to recognize that 
the discussion of principles should 
not be prolonged and to begin, as 
our representative at Washington 
was assured, technical negotiations 
in the most friendly spirit and with 
the most sincere hope for an ar- 
rangement favorable to the two 
countries. 

It is believed this communiqué re- 
fers to the result of a conversation 
at Washington between President 
Coolidge and Ambassador Claudel 
which it is said here took place on 
the initiative of the President. 

Inasmuch as the American note of 
Sept. 21 practically demanded equal- 
ity in tariffs as ‘‘the only satisfac- 
tory basis,’’ and inasmuch as the 
French reply of Sept. 30 refused to 
adopt the American thesis, the com- 
muniqué of M. Bokanowski is inter- 
preted in the French capital in a 
sense entirely favorable to the French 
position. 

Should hopes, which run high in 
Governmental circles in Paris, prove 
well founded, it is expected that the 
Americans will soon enter into nego- 
tiations with the French to try to 
draft a program of mutual tariff con- 
cessions, which, the French say, is 
what they asked in the first place. 

Of course, it may always be true 
that the French are going too fast 
in believing that the American Gov- 
ernment has alread. admitted the 
principle of reciprocity, but it is ar- 
gued thet if President Coolidge, after 
reading the latest French note, ex- 
pressed willingness to turn the mat- 
ter over to tecknicians, what else 
could be meant? 

From the standpoint of mainte- 
nance of the American tariff wall it 
may be found that the American 
Government obtr‘ned a doubtful ad- 
vantage in forcing publication of the 
correspondence. Now that the text 
of the French repty is in the hands 
of the diplomats of all the European 
countries, they have their text and 
their lesson from the scriptures when 
their time comes to preach a tariff 
sermon to America. 

There can be no doubt in any read- 
er’s mind of what the French note 
amounts to. It amounts to a protest 
and attack against the high Amer- 
ican tariffs. As the text said, France 
does not protest against any dis- 
crimination by the United States. 
What she complains of is being sub- 
jected, ‘‘together with other States,”’ 
to a régime which hampers exten- 
sion of her trade in the United 
States. 

Other nations also dislike this ré- 

me, and, as is the case with 

ce, will soon seek to make new 
commercial arrangements with 
America. If America could succeed 
in bringing France to admit her right 

most-favored-nation treatment 
whether or not she gave anything 
in return, it is evident that Wash- 
ington would have traveled a lon 
way on the road to obtaining uni- 
versal recognition of its position. 

Conversely, if France withstands 
successfully the demand made in the 
American note of Sept. 21, she will 
perhaps have pointed the way for 
other European nations. 

What is the use of emphasizing the 
French declaration that France is 
seeking only to protect her own com- 
merce? The argument means more 
than that. Euro sees America 
with a growing world commerce try- 
ing to obtain an easy entry into 
other markets while protecting her 
own production markets behind a 
high tariff wall. If France puts a 
hole in that wall others will try to 
follow. suit. _ nt

Hull Asserts French Dispute 
Calls for Abandonment of 
Prohibitive Policy. 


WAY OUT THROUGH TREATY. 


President, He Says, Could Negotiate 
Reciprocal Arrangement and Ask

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The re- 
fusal of France to grant the United 
States gratuitously certain tariff cone 
cessions recently extended to Gere 
many for equivalent concessions in 
return is not, said Representative 
Cordell Hull of Tennessee, today the 
fundamental question in issue. The 
question, added Mr. Hull, who is a 
Democratic member of ‘the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, is far deeper 
than that. 

The controversy between the two 
Governments, Mr. Hull declared, 
sharply challenges and brings before 
the people of this country for searche 
ing re-examination and revision the 
existing American tariffs and the 
trade policies they embody. 

*‘One defect in the logic and sound- 
ness of the respective positions of 
the two Governments,’’ continued Mr, 
Hull, ‘‘is that each is attempting to 
apply pre-war policies, measurably 
obselete, to new and vastly changed 
post-war conditions. France for 
some years has clung to the ‘cone 
ditional’ interpretation of the moste 
favored-nation doctrine, under which 
tariff concessions are only granted 
in return for equivalent concessions. 
Our own government uniformly pure 
sued this same policy until 1913, 
when, without condemning or repue 
diating the principle, President Hard« 
ing proclaimed the unconditional 
most-favored-nation doctrine in its 
stead, chiefly for the reason, to quote 
his own words, that ‘it is the simpler 
way to maintain our tariff policies in 
accordance with the recently enacted 
law.’ 

“The primary purpose of the 
French bargaining tariff policy was 
to promote foreign trade, while that 
of the United States in changing its 
policy was to fortify the Fordney 
tariffs against the slightest assault, 
with minor concern for foreign 
trade.”’ 

If American tariff rates were mod- 
erate and our policy one of fairness 
and liberality, Mr. Hull declared, the 
United States would today be ex- 
porting around $9,000,000,000 of 
products, instead of $5,000,000,000 
under ‘‘a tariff policy which ignores 
external trade interests and seeks 
alone to preserve a monopoly of the 
domestic market. One result of the 
former policy would have been,

PREDICTS TAX REDUCTION. 


Madden Foresees $300,000,000 Cut 
After Talk With President.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—A tax ree 
duction of not less than $300,000,000 
was the prediction of Representae 
tive Martin B. Madden, Chairman 
of the House Committee on Appro- 
priations, following a conference he 
had today with President Coolidge.

ADMITS OWNING IOWA PARK 


Values Amusement Place at $30,000 
and Says It Was Never Closed 
Because of ‘Gossip of Gayety.’ 


Morris Sigman, President of the 
International Ladies’ Garnrent Work- 
ers’ Union, testifying in his suit for 
criminal libel against the Freiheit 
and Unity, Yiddish ‘‘left wing’’ news- 
papers, denied categorically yester- 
day in the Yorkville Court before 
Magistrate Brodsky charges made 
against him by the two periodicals. 

Sigman’s allegations were made on 
articles and cartoons published in 
Freiheit and Unity between July 8 
and July 15. They charged him 
with concealing ownership of an 
amusement park managed by his 
wife at Storm Lake, Iowa, called 
Sigman’s Concy Island, which the 
radical papers said was worth a ‘“‘for- 
tune.’’ They inquired into the source 
of money used by Sigman to pur- 
chase and improve this property and 
inferred, he said, that he had mis- 
appropriated union funds. 

The individual defendants are Ben 
Gold, Communist leader of the Fur 
Workers’ Union; Louis Hyman, left 
wing cloakmakers’ leader; M. Ep- 
stein, editor; R. Saltzman, general 
manager, and Ben Lifschitz, Secre- 
tary, of Freiheit; William Gropper, 
cartoonist, and Jacob Boruchovitz, 
editor, of Unity. ; 

The articles were admitted as evi- 
dence. Sigman admitted ownership 
of the property. which he said was 
worth $30,000, inclusive of recent ad- 
ditions of a dance floor, bath houses 
and new cottages. He denied the 
place had ever been closed because 
of ‘‘gossip of gayety.’’ He also de- 
nied the alleged inferences in a car- 
toon which carried the caption ‘‘Mor- 
riske (Yiddish diminutive for Mor- 
ris)—I buy cheap—I sell everything 
cheap—scab books—hot dogs—union 
workers—hot mammas and more and 
more and more.”’ 

He said that he had recently of- 
fered the property for sale at $30,000 
and that he would sell it to ‘‘any- 
body’”’ for that sum. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
next Tuesday at 11 A. M. after coun- 
sel for the newspapers conceded that 
all the defendants were employed on 
Freiheit and Unity.

Port Authority Commissioners 
Find Sharp Contest Between 
Cable and Eyebar Methods. 


LOWEST OFFER $22,474,417 


Award for Steel Superstructure of 
$60,000,000 Project Will Be 
Made Later This Month. 


The Port of New York Authority 
yesterday received bids for the steel 
ree Pemba horas of the Hudson River 
bridge between Fort Lee and Wash- 
ington Heights. The amounts of the 
bids, as tabulated by engineers, 
showed a range from $22,474,417 to 
$25,962,020, with the wire cable and 
eye-bar methods of construction in 
competition for the first time on a 
work of magnitude in this vicinity. 
The contract probably will be award- 
ed later this month and will repre- 
sent the largest single item in the 
construction of the ,000,000 bridge 
between New York and New aia 
Wire cable bids were generally 
lower than those for the eye-bar de- 
sign. The lowest bid was that of 
the combination of John A. Roebling 
Sons Company of Trenton, wire cable 
manufacturers, and the McClintic- 
Marshall Company, whose figures to- 
taled $22,474,417. The Roebling bid 
was $12,339,977 and the McClintic- 
Marshall bid for the construction of 
the steel towers and floor was $10,- 
134,440. 

A combination of the Roebling bid 
with the steel bid of the American 
Bridge Company totaled $22,645,197; 
a combination of the McClintic-Mar- 
shall Company and the American Ca- 
ble Company, also a wire cable prop- 
osition, amounted to $22,817,608.18. 

A bid from the Independent Bridge 
Company of New York was received 
fifteen minutes after the stipulated 
hour and also after another bid had 
been publicly read. The Independent 
bid was not accompanied by a certi- 
fied check or other surety, according 





to John E. Ramsey, Chief Executive 
Officer of the Port Authority.

42,000 to See First Contest—No 
Seats to Be Built on Field— 
Yanks Rule Favorites.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 3.—Into a 
town already racked by baseball 
fever and world’s series excitement 
the Yankees crept quietly and un- 
obtrusively this morning, led by their 
swaggering colossus, Mr. George 
Herman Ruth. The American League 
champions had not been in the 
Smoky City three hours before they 
had slipped a slick trick over on the 
Pirates. 

“When do you want to practice— 


morning or afternoon?” said Donie 
Bush to Miller Huggins. 

“Morning,’’ said Mr. Huggins, cast- 
ing a shrewd glance at the over- 
hanging canopy of clouds. 

So the Yanks worked out from 
11:30 o’clock on, and after forty-five 
minutes of it the rain slanted down 
and the poor old Pirates spent the 
remainder of the day sitting around 
and getting more nervous every min- 
ute. 

This just goes to prove again that 
it’s brains that count in baseball as 
in other occupatiqns. Mr. Huggins, 
it is said, was bitten in childhood by 
a silver fox akin to those that Her- 
bert Pennock raises on his estate at 
Kennett Square Pa. 


Hoyt or Moore May Start. 


The news of the day can be com- 
pressed into a few simple sentences. 
The ‘Yankees practiced, but the 
Pirates did not. Waite Hoyt or 
Wilcy Moore will pitch the opening 
game, so far as Mr. Huggins can de- 
termine now. ; 

A spokesman for the Pirates de- 
clared that Donie Bush has made up 
his mind to work Ray Kremer, his 
fast-ball ace, in the first game. 

The betting today favored the 
Yanks to win the series with the 
odds varying between 7 to 5 and 6 
to 5. All reserved seats here have 
been sold and workmen were busy 
in nailing together temporary stands 
in left field this morning while Ruth 
was nailing a couple of drives into 
the right-field grandstand. It is 
estimated that 42,000 will be the ca- 
pacity at Forbes Field.

Rain Helps the Field. 


Rain fell at about 12:15 and was 
still descending at twilight, but the 
weather man issued a reassuring 
bulletin which promised fair weather 
for the first game Wednesday. To- 
day’s moisture did the, field good 
rather than harm, for it had been 
baked solid. ; 

The Smoky City is already seething 
inwardly with excitement and sus- 
pense. The arrival of the Yanks 
early this morning on a special train 
raised the city’s pulse beat a. full 
five points. A large crowd was at 
the station to greet the enemy, and 
the lobby of the Roosevelt Hotel was 
jammed from wall to wall. 

As the Yanks taxied to the Roose- 
velt they were the objects of curious 
attention all along the route. There 
was much finger-pointing and star- 
ing. ‘‘There goes the Babe,” shouted 
one native. pointing toward Marcus 
Aurelius Roth, the demon_ traffic 
manager. ‘‘No, there He is. in that 
cab,” said another. ‘‘Where?”’ 
‘‘Why, right over there,’”? and so on 
and so forth. 


Babe Measures the Stands. 


Disguised in a new brown cap, 
Ruth was finally run down and cor- 
nered in the hotel lobby. Later the 
photographers trapped him in his 
room and took pictures of him in a 
giddy dressing gown and gay slip- 
pers. The Babe posed eating a 
breakfast that would have sufficed 
for the entire Pirate infield, with the 
bat boy thrown in. 

At 11:15 the Yanks repaired to the 
ball yard and went through their 
daily dozen. Fans and newspaper 
men crowded around, waiting for the 
Babe to sock one, but on his first 
turn at bat he merely laid a few 
bunts. Later he slapped two long 
ones into the right field stand, as 


did Lou Gehrig, but, on the-whole,’ 


the big boy was hitting them high in 
the air and not getting full power 
behind his strokes. 

Waite Hoyt and Deacon Moore 
tossed ’em up during ‘the’ hitting 
drill, which came to an untimely end 
when the rain let loose. Plans for 
fielding practice had to be aban- 
doned. The Yanks will work out at 
11:30 tomorrow morning, the Pirates 
at 2 P. M. Forbes Field is almost 
ready for the big festivities. Car- 
penters will put the finishing touches 
tomorrow on the wooden bleachers in 
left field, which are cleverly con- 
structed so as to be behind and 
above the fence, thereby not en- 
croaching on the playing field. 


Won’t Encroach on Field. 


The press box is finished and was 
the target for sour looks from the 
assembled experts. The first sev- 
eral rows are a foot or two below 


the level of the ground. Correspon- 
dents who were in the front-line 
trenches in France are bound to feel 
perfectly at home. 

Possibly because the Yanks have 
so many long-distance sluggers Bar- 
ney Dreyfuss, the Pirates’..President, 
has declined to build any temporary 
seats on the field. Two years ° 
there were wooden stands alo e 
edge of the entire outfield and this 
would have been duck soup for Mr. 
Ruth and his associates. 

The capacity of the field has been 
cut several thousand from two years 
ago and very few unreserved seats 
Will go ca sale the day of the game.

Few World’s Series Tickets 
On Broadway ; $45 a Set Asked 


Relatively few world’s series 
tickets were available at the spec- 
ulators’ offices on Broadway yes- 
terday. Such as there were the 
speculators were exceedingly eager 
to get rid of. At one hole-in-the- 
wall place, which may be taken 
as an indicator since for the last 
ten years it has had tickets for 
whatever there is, the first price 
for a set was $45, and when the 
customer demurred the young 
man behind the counter half 
whispered: ‘“I’ll bargain with 
you.’ His ultimate price was $35 
a set, and glad to get rid of them. 
A survey of the same places on 
Saturday disclosed that the goug- 
ers all expected tickets on Mon- 
day. The one place of the lot 
that was willing to take the cus- 
tomer’s telephone number on Sat- 
urday had no tickets yesterday. 
It will be recalled that last year 
the speculators were asking $50 a 
set and getting it. 











There is a tremendous demand for 
tickets, but, nevertheless, scalpers 
are not much in evidence. 

Wilcy Moore, the sinker-ball ex- 
pert from South Carolina, came for- 
ward today as the Yanks’ second 
best pitching bet when Huggins said 
that he might start the series with 
the Deacon.

Herald, Nick Flatley of The Boston 

American, John Drebinger of THE 

New York TiMES and Chester Smith, 

former sports editor of The Pitts- 

burgh Gazette-Times, now merged 

with The Post. 
None of the writers gauged the 

final standing exactly for either 

league, but two New York experts, 

Rud Rennie of The Herald Tribune, 

and Richards Vidmer of THE TIMEs, 

came close to a perfect slate in the 

National’ League.

Of course, no team can offer an- 
other Babe Ruth. There’s only one 
Ball-Mauling Majesty and he plays 
in a Yankee uniform. So does his 
twin thriller, Lou Gehrig, while 
Tony Lazzeri, an attraction for 
Italian optics within range; Earle 
Combs, Bob Meusel, Waite Hoyt and 
Wilcy Moore are a few others with 
whom the Yankees will crowd: the 
spotlight. 

As counter attractions the Pirates 
will offer Paul and Lloyd Waner, the 
rover boys from Ada, Okla.; Glenn 
Wright and Pie Traynor, the gor- 
geous guardians of the left flank;

ON 33 POLO MOUNTS 


British Team Gets an Average 
of $3,060 for Ponies Used 
in Cup Event. 


TOP PRICE FOR LATE NIGHT 


Goes for $8,100, but Guest’s Argen- 
tine Gelding Felix Heads Sale 
List at $10,700.

The British challenge for the Inter- 
national Polo Cup ended yesterday 
beneath the auction tent of Fred Post 
in East Williston, when the majority 
of the mounts gathered in India and 
brought to this country were sold at 
auction. Though the total realized 
was several thousand dollars beneath 
the figures set by the sensational 


Argentine sale last Autumn, the av- 
erage per mount was close to that 
obtained by the South Americans af- 
ter their invasion of 1926. 

Several of the mounts played by 
the British were loaned to the expe- 
dition, notably several by the Maha- 
rajah of Jodhpore. These were held 
out of the sale, and a total of thirty- 
three, which had actually belonged to 
the Indian string, went for a total of 
$101,000. 

To these were added eleven horses 
of Captain the Hon. Frederic E. 
Guest, which had been played by 
Captain C. T. I. Roark and which 
brought, individually, the highest 
— of the sale, and several be- 
onging to Major Rex Benson, a 
visitin, English officer, and five of 
John Traill’s, the Argentine back. 


Below the Record. 


There was no price paid yesterday 
that reached the $13,000 given for 
Judy at last year’s sale by John 
Sanford. The highest price obtained 
for an Army in India horse went 
for Late Night, a native Indian-bred 
gelding. Late Night, rather small 
and compact and handling beauti- 
fully, was played by Captain Dening 
and Captain Pert, and went for the 
rice of $8.100 to the firm of Fasig- 

ipton. This horse company pur- 
chased five horses. It was reported 
that they were buying for Stephen 
Sanford, and the absence of this 
well-known owner from the bidding 
lent credence to the report. 

The bidding throughout was wider 
spread than was the bidding for the 
Argentines in 1926, with only a few 
horses exciting much competition. 
Mineola, the big gray Australian 
mare which won the champion class 
at the National Polo Pony Society 
Show and carried Major Atkinson 
thrcugh the international, did not 
bring the price expected for her. 
Loéuis E. Stoddard, Chairman of the 
United States Polo Association, 
bought her for $4,100. 

American polo people are apparent- 
ly still strong for Argentine horses, 
for the South American breed, when 
they went on sale, stirred more ac- 
tion than any of the others. The 
highest price of the sale came for an 
Argentine of Captain Guest, Felix, a 
black Argentine gelding, which went 
fcr $10,700 to C. V. Whitney, son of 
Harry Payne Whitney, who bought 
quite extensively at the sale. Whit- 
ney had a total of four purchases. 
J. H. Whitney, son of the late Payne 
Whitney, also purchased four mounts. 

W.. Averell Harriman’s only pur- 
chase was one of the high prices of 
the day. The leader of the open 
champions paid $10,500 for Rufus, 
one of the best known of Captain 
Guest’s string.

PRAYED BEFORE GAME, 
COACH STAGG SAYS 


Chicago Director Takes ‘Some of 
Blame for Defeat’—Team 
‘Was Not Disgraced.’ 











CHICAGO, Oct. 3 (®).—Amos Alonzo 
Stagg, 64-year-old football coach at 
the University of Chicago, knelt in 
prayer in the quiet of his home 
before the Chicago-Oklahoma game 
Saturday.

“After the game I found several 
of the boys in the dressing room in 
tears. I called them together and 
said: ‘‘Boys we have been defeated, 
but not disgraced. Some of you 


have made mistakes. I hope you 
will ee a by them, but you all 
acquitted yourselves creditably. I 


blame myself for two or three errors. 
Some of you were not in improved 
physical condition. You did not 
make every possible attempt to get 
in physical condition. or this 
failure to make every sacrifice 1 
blame you.’ ”’

DARTMOUTH IS SEI 
POR GREAT SEASON 


Wealth of Versatile Backs 
Makes Famous Passing Game 
..More Powerful Than Ever. 


LINE IS DEVELOPING FAST 


Coaches Intent on Bringing It Up on 
a Par With Back Field—New 
Mental Attitude. 


This is the twelfth of a series of 
articles on Eastern college football 
teams and their prospects for the 
season.

HANOVER, N. H., Oct. 3.—With 
reference to the quality of the ma- 


wial, the football situation at Dart- 
uth this Fall is pretty much the 
Same as it was twelve months ago. 
Again Jess Hawley has a high-class 
collection of seasoned, fast-stepping 
backs and not very much to put in 
front of them in the way of ex- 
perienced linesmen except at the 
ends, where Dartmouth is as strongly 
fortified as any team in the East. 

But there is a difference in the 
mental attitude of the Hanoverians 
this year that differentiates them 
from last year’s squad, and it is a 
difference, a subtraction, that con- 
stitutes one of the chief auguries for 
a happier season for Dartmouth this 
year than was its lot in 1926, when 
all four of its major games were 
lost to Yale, Harvard, Brown and 
Cornell. 

The wearers of the Green this year 
have been separated from their 
superiority complex, to use the term 
of their head coach. After riding 
high for three seasons, three seasons 
of overwhelming success that reached 
its peak, if not the peak of all Dart- 
mouth football success, in 1925, when 
Swede Oberlander’s juggernaut made 
its non-stop flight to the recognized 
championship, the followers of the 
Green were too much in the clouds 
to take. recognition of a cardinal 
principle of football. 


Plenty of Company. 


They had plenty of company, for it 
seemed that the football world in 
general had lost sight of the fact 
that not even the best forward- 
passing team in the world can rise 
superior to its line. And so, because 
of the fact that most of the mem- 
bers of the forward-passing combina- 
tions of that 1925 team were back 
on the job, with Ed Dooley return- 
ing after a year’s absence to take 
the place of Oberlander, the belief 
was practically unanimous that Dart- 
mouth would continue its string of 
victories in 1926. 

No one gave much thought to the 
heavy losses suffered in the line. 
Hawley summed the situation up 
when, at the end of the season, he 
stated, ‘‘our great mistake this year 
was that we won too many games 
before we went on the field.’’ 

It was a bitter lesson that Dart- 
mouth learned, but sweet are the 
uses of adversity, and this year the 
whole squad, frora the most experi- 
enced man to the last scrub, is put- 
ting every. minute on the field to 
advantage at hard work. There are 
plenty of good looking men on this 
Squad and though the line is as yet 
untried, except that it has not yielded 
a first down by rushing in its two 
minor games to date, it is shaping 
up as a better line than last year’s. 

The backs and the ends are even 
better than they were a year ago. 
There is decidedly the prospect that 
Hawley may put out one of the best 
teams of the country this year. 


Fine Back Field Men. 


In Bob MacPhail, Myles Lane, Al 
Marsters and Dick Black, Dartmouth 
has as fine looking a back field as 
this observer has seen this season. 
MacPhail, quarterback on the 1925 
team, has been put back at his old 
job after a year at half, and there 
are not many field generals who 
stand out this season as he does. 

Black has few equals as a plung- 
ing fullback, Lane has been on the 
varsity for two years and Marsters, 
up from the freshman team, is play- 
ing so brilliant an all-around game 
that he has the jump on Bob Harris, 
who won his spurs last year. 

Harriss will be used both as a half 
and as quarterback, and in addition 
to these five there are in reserve 
Hamm, a fine looking fullback; 
Breithut, Snyder, Longnecker, Lil- 
lard, Brownlee and Jeremiah. There 
isn’t a one of these backs that isn’t 
held in high regard by the coaches. 
Almost every one of them can pass, 
many of them can kick, and a finer 
looking collection of fast, rangy ball 
a in general wotld be hard to 
‘ind. 

For the ends there is Al Fusonie, 
George Cole, Jack McAvoy, Swarth- 
out, Norman Bankart, a nephew of 
Larry Bankart; Rising and McInnes. 
Fusonie, a substitute to Sage and 
Tully in 1925, was injured early last 
season, but he is in good shape now 
and prepared to give his best. 

Is a Strong Tackler. 


In addition to being a sure handler 
of passes, he is a wicked tackler and 
strong down the field. As good as he 
is, however, he has a fight on his 
hands to get the fob over McAvoy, 
who has been converted from a back. 
Weighing 185 pounds and one of the 
fastest men on the squad, McAvoy 
is playing a whale of a game and ap- 
pears to have the edge over Fusonie. 

Cole, a regular last year, has earned 
the other end position, but Swarth- 
out, Bankart, Rising and McInnes 
are all Crowding him close. As Dart- 
mouth uses her ends more than al- 
most any other team in her stress 
upon the forward pass, all seven of 
these wings probably will see action 
this Fall, and all of them are good. 

It is between the tackles that lies 
the problem of the coaches. Phillips 
is back at one of the guards and 
Langdell, who played tackle against 
Yale but was moved out to end 
against Harvard, is back at tackle 
again. The leading candidates for 
the other guard are Sherman, 
Phelan, Lyle and Bragner, all of 
whom need only experience. 

The best looking tackles are Arm- 
strong, potentially the best lineman 
on the squad when he learns how to 
charge and use his 195 pounds to full 
advantage; ‘‘Tex’’ Cole, Edgard Hein 
ol Brown, the biggest man on the 

eld.

Yearlings Will Transfer to Harlem 
River Tomorrow—Crew Ma- 
terial Is Unusually Light. 


One hundred and twenty-five fresh- 
men reported for the opening of Fall 
rowing practice at Columbia yester- 
day, and when the varsity candi- 
dates report Thursday it is expected

Richard Glendon Jr. was assisted 
by his younger brother, Hugh, who 
has replaced the elder Dick Glendon, 
now tutoring the Annapolis crews.

The death of “Corp. TANNER,” as 
he was accustomed to sign himself, 
recalls an all but forgotten chapter 
in our political history. Mutilated 
in the Civil War, TANNER later be- 
came a great promoter of the Grand 
Army of the Republic’s activities. 
His own political career, in which 
he was named to various subordi- 
nate Federal offices, had no partic- 
ular interest or distinction, but it is 
still remembered for its singular 
connection with two unhappy years 
of the Harrison Administration. 
Having “stumped” for HARRISON 
in 1888, TANNER demanded the Pen- 
sion Office. The accession of HAR- 
RISON followed four years in which, 
President CLEVELAND had applied 
himself to abating a notorious polit- 
ical scandal—the recklessly hap- 
hazard conferring of war pensions 
on all sorts of claimants, through 
private Congressional bills. This 
naturally evoked furious clamor 
from the rejected and from many 
Grand Army posts. TANNER rested 


that Administration’s various poli- 
cies was told in the history of the 
Treasury and the markets during 
1893 and 1894. 


THE POINT AT ISSUE. 


. President. COOLIDGE does not wish 
a war of any kind, tariff or other, 
with any country. This is the hope- 
ful word. from. Washington about 
the fiscal controversy with France. 
Nothing like an ultimatum has been 
delivered on either side. It is still 
a matter for negotiation and ad- 
justment. The latest French note 
breathes a spirit of conciliation to 
which the American Government 
could not fail to be responsive. 

Yet it would be foolish to shut 
one’s eyes to the fact that the two 
Governments have taken fundamen- 
tally contradictory positions. The 
French: have explained their tariff 
policy, which is to have two sets of 
duties on foreigh imports, the lower 
rates to be given only to the coun- 
tries that have made reciprocal 
trade agreements with France. That 
we have not done. Probably under 
our present tariff law the Adminis- 
tration has no power to doit. Yet 
our Government complains that the 
French are according privileges to 
the goods of other nations which we 
ought also to receive under the 
treaty guaranteeing us most-favored- 
nation treatment. 

Here is the real nub of the con- 
troversy. With great force the 
French note refers to the practice 
and precedents of a hundred years, 
showing that the United States has 
never until recently held the view 
of the most-favored-nation clause 
which it now urges. This points to 
the fact that there has been a 
change of front on the part of our 
Government. It began after our 
tariff laws had given up the old idea 
of reciprocity by special treaty, and 
had come over to the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber notion of threatening for- 
eign countries with retaliation and 
reprisals if they did not meet our 
views about proper fiscal taxes. 
And it is true that in some recent 
treaties, or agreements by exchange 
of notes—mostly with countries of no 
great commercial importance—our 
Government has stood for what is 
called “ unconditional most-favored- 
nation treatment.” This recites that 
the old rule of favor in return for 
favor be made to give way to the 
stipulation that “every such favor, 
“ privilege or immunity which shall 
“hereafter be granted the nationals, 
“vessels or goods of a third State 
“shall simultaneously and uncondi- 
“tionally, without request and with- 
“out compensation, be extended to 
“the other high contracting party.” 
Of course, we have no such treaty 
with France. The Washington Gov- 
ernment is anxious to have one. 
Meanwhile, it seems to the French 
as if America were acting as though 
such a treaty were in force. France 
naturally denies that there is, and 
expresses a firm intention not to ac- 
cord special tariff favors to us or to 
anybody else unconditionally. Until 
some way is found to reconcile these 
two directly opposite contentions, 
eur tariff controversy with France 
must remain unsettled.

on that demonstration his demand 
for the Pension Office, which under 
him would be administered by one 
Grand Army man for the benefit of 
the others, and HARRISON made the 
appointment. 

Pension appropriations were al- 
ready of formidable proportions in 
1889. Seventeen years before, in 
1872, General GARFIELD, himself a 
veteran of the war, had declared to 
Congress that “we may reason- 
“ably expect that expenditure for 
“pensions will hereafter steadily 
“decrease, unless our legislation 
“should be unwarrantably extrav- 
“agant’’; yet from the $28,500,000 
of that fiscal year, the pension 
expenditure had risen by 1889 
to $87,600,000. But HARRISON had 
taken office at a time when the 
surplus revenue, by an odd chain of 
circumstance, had become a subject 
of political denunciation. 

It had been used-to redeem the 
public debt at a costly premium, and 
retirement of debt had contracted 
the bank-note currency. Both par- 
ties had therefore called for reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Democratic 
Party proposed to effect it through 
reduction of the tariff, but the Re- 
publicans had demanded increase in 
expenditure. Under these circum- 
stances, TANNER assumed control 
of the Pension Office. His remark 
to the Washington correspondents, 
“Gop help the surplus!’ was a cor- 
rect foreshadowing both of his own 
official policies and of the Admin- 
istration’s work. 

Total annual appropriations by 
Congress were increased $114,000,- 
000 in two years. Annual expendi- 
ture for pensions alone rose nearly 
$50,000,000. Before the two-year 
period had ended, revenue having 
decreased, a heavy deficiency came 
into sight to replace the hated sur- 
plus. Before HARRISON’S Presidency 
had terminated, his Secretary of the 
Treasury was struggling desperate- 
ly to avert collapse of the gold re- 
serve held for redemption of United 
States paper currency, through in- 
vasion of that fund to help out an 
empty Treasury. How speedily the 
sense of his own executive blunder- 
ing came to the unlucky HARRISON 
was shown by the sudden ousting 
of TANNER from the Pension Office.

That was enough for one morn- 
ing, and Mr. RITCHIE went on being 
for Governor RITCHIE. But they do 
not know their Nebraska who think 
that the tale ends there. If Mr. 
BRYAN really wants the instructions 
of Nebraska, it may require former 
Senator HITCHCOCK and the strong 
Smith following of the State to pre- 
vent him. And the task may be be- 
yond even them. 

While Nebraska rocks with these 
sensations, the South is looking east- 
ward for Presidential candidates and 
into its own heart for Vice Presiden- 
tial ones. The Chattanooga Times 
some time since proposed Senator 
GEORGE of Georgia as an ideal run- 
ning mate for an Eastern man. This 
took hold, and now the Senator’s 
qualifications are being much dis- 
cussed in Dixie. We are told that 
he is “a Dry, but in no sense fanat- 
“ical or extreme; a devout Baptist, 
“but not intolerant,” and his Senate 
record has revealed him a man of 
ability and courage. Judging by the 
news from Oklahoma, however, he 
would suit Governor JOHNSTON far 
better for first place on the ticket, 
for the writing on the wall in Okla- 
homa, is that the Governor has been 
busy lately “measuring candidates 
and hewing platform planks,” and 
has concluded that the Presidential 





nominee must be “personally and 
politically a prohibitionist.” ’ Seven 


planks have already been cut by the 
Governor, and the likelihood is that 
Oklahoma has, at least, a candidate 
for the Platform Committee. Al- 
though Governor JOHNSTON insists 
on prohibition, he believes the 
States should preserve or regain 
their sovereignty, and shows no signs 
of finding himself dizzy in the mid- 
dle of a pons asinorum. 

Ohio and Missouri politicians are 
distracted by troubles purely local. 
Both Senators Fess and WILLIS, dry 
as isinglas, would not mind being the 
Buckeye favorite son, and “traces 
“of WILLIS’S feet have already been 
“discovered in the corn country.” 
The Cincinnati Enquirer is sure Fess 
won’t get the instructions, but it 
doesn’t know yet about WILLIS; and 
much apparently depends on who 
is to have the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, among the six candidates being 
Colonel CARMI THOMPSON of Cleve- 
land and Manila. Western Missouri 
Democrats contend with a sorrow 
equally deep, for, by the unwritten 
law, the Westerners are entitled to 
one Senator—if they can elect him. 
Eastern Missouri already has one in 
Mr. HAWES; and if Senator REED of 
the West steps down, as he swears 
he will, the Democrats by the Kaw 
seem unable to find any one to nomi- 
nate in his place. 








THE CENSUS SCANDAL. 


Governor SMITH leaves to the At- 
torney General the task of inquiring 
into the charges brought against the 
former Secretary of State, Mrs. 
KNAPP. They rest on a first-hand 
examination of the record by the 
executive of an impartial committee. 
Mr. LAIDLAW does not impeach the 
integrity of the enumeration itself. 
“The State census is all right,” he 
wrote last year, when it was at- 
tacked by the Democrats because 
they thought it did not do New York 
City justice. Further investigation 
evidently persuaded him that while 
the results of the census might be 
accurate enough, its conduct was 
characterized by gross extravagance 
and some irregularity. He puts part 
of the blame on Colonel GLEASON, 
although in his earlier statement he 
declared that the selection of the 
Secretary of the Republican State 
Committee as State Supervisor had 
“thoroughly approved itself.” 

Mr, LAIDLAW’S disclosure that the 
censys jobs were liberally distributed 
among politicians will cause little 
surprise. The census has been a 
treasure-house of spoils from time 
immemorial. Even civil service re- 
formers have despaired of gathering 
into the fold a force recruited only 
once in ten years. The sporadic 
attempts of the State commission 
to put the supervisory places on a 
merit basis have never met with 
much success. This lends special 
force to Governor SMITH’S recom- 
mendation that the State census be 
abandoned and the job left to the 
Federal Census Bureau, an all-the- 
year-around agency with a trained 
and permanent staff. 

Wastefulness, favoritism and even 
nepotism are not pleasant things to 
contemplate in the conduct of the 
State’s business, no matter what 
precedents may be found for either. 
Mrs. KNAPP made her reputation as 
Dean of the College of Home Eco- 
nomics at Syracuse University. If 
Mr. LAIDLAW’S charges are sus- 
tained, the situation will carry a 
peculiar irony for those who had 
looked to her to demonstrate what 
could be accomplished in public life 
by the woman with the broom! 








“BIG BILL” FIRST. 


Chicago, long regarded as a mira- 
cle of rapid growth, is stationary 
compared with her illustrious Mayor. 
His recent easy eviction of GEORGE 
V has shown him his power. Exten- 
sions of it press upon him. With a 
mere wave of hand and hat he 
orders the eviction of Governor 
LOWDEN from the Illinois Republi- 
can primaries, if the farmer of 
Sinissippi should be reckless enough 
to think of poaching upon Mr. 
THOMPSON’S preserves. With the 
same habitual nonchalance he breaks 
an agreement with the War Depart- 
ment and snaps his fingers at the 
United States. ‘That Department, 
under the pretense that Lake Michi- 
gan is part of the navigable waters 
of the United States, has tyran- 
nously insisted that a certain per- 
centage of the Chicago houses using 
the Lake water be provided with 
meters. 

According to the arrangement 
between the army engineers and the 
Chicago Commissioner of Public 
Works, made, we believe, in the days 
of Mayor DEVER’sS notorious Anglo- 
phile Administration, water meters 
should have been installed in some 
18 per cent. of the houses. It speaks 
well for “ the sturdy Americanism ” 
of Mr. THOMPSON’S city that only 
about 2 per cent. of its householders 
have complied with the insolent 
exactions of Washington. Now the 
Mayor, who uttered thoughts worthy 
of him on the subject in his cam- 
paign, has forbidden that any more 
meters be put in and that those now 
unhappily in be read. Let the people 
have all the water they want, un- 
grudged, unmeasured. As for the 
water meters, those badges of servi- 
tude to the polemarchs at Washing- 
ton, “Let ’em rust!” says “Big 
BILL,” nobly concise. 

Here is a great phrase, destined 
to immortality. Yet it is followed 
by one a good deal greater. What 
is the War Department, what is the 
Government of the United States, 





going to do about this Cook County

ing. ‘They don’t dare to do any- 
thing. The Administration “ doesn’t 
want to lose Chicago’s Republican 
votes.” Marvelous, but perilous 
THOMPSON! He smote King GEORGE.

TESTING TASTE IN MUSIC. 


Public taste in music seems to be 
on the up grade. The general level 
must be considerably higher than it 
was even ten years ago. Perhaps 
the highly cultivated musician will 
scorn the pleasure taken by movie 
audiences in certain much-played 
classics. Some of them, it is true, 
were appallingly sticky and senti- 
mental at first hearing, and have 
been dished up so often, and with 
such arrangements as will bring out 
most strongly their cloying sweet- 
ness, that the austere music-lover 
loathes the sound even of their 
names. But even he can discover a 
few movie houses where the conduc- 
tor of the orchestra satisfies his own 
taste once in a while with one of the 
best works af one of the best com- 
posers. The reception given to such 
music by the average audience is 
surprisingly cordial. One would al- 
most think that the picture was of 
secondary interest, so enthusiastic is 
the applause for the Nutcracker 
Suite or the Overture to “ Tann- 
hauser.” 

Good music broadcast nightly has 

had a large part in cultivating pub- 
lic liking for it. The demand is not 
all for jazz and dance music. The 
Edison Company has just completed 
an inquiry among listeners which 
shows a most encouraging trend 
toward melody and away from over- 
emphasized rhythm. An examination 
of the thousands of questionnaires 
makes it plain that the taste of 
listeners everywhere is alike, for the 
relative positions of the favorite 
composers and compositions were 
the same in each thousand tabu- 
lated. Could a cynical musical critic 
have guessed that BEETHOVEN would 
be the favorite composer? He stands 
well ahead of the second choice, 
FRANZ SCHUBERT. VICTOR HERBERT 
is third. 
Compositions do not follow the 
same order of choice. WAGNER’S 
Overture to “Tannhduser” is the 
favorite, with FRANZ VON SUPPE’S 
“Poet and Peasant ”’ second and the 
“March Militaire” of SCHUBERT 
third. This seems an inexplicable 
selection of the three leaders. Buta 
partial explanation may be found in 
the fact that the vote in favor of 
familiar music against music never 
heard before was overwhelming. 
“Poet and Peasant” is certainly 
familiar. It is interesting to note 
that no difference was registered in 
the musical taste of men and 
women. 

Next year the sponsors of the 
Schubert centennial will doubtless 
hear from some of the admirers of 
that composer. Prizes are offered 
to composers all over the world for 
two movements to complete the 
“ Unfinished Symphony.” It is pos- 
sible—but not at all probable—that 
the winner will produce something 
faithful in thematic material and in 
inspiration to the romantic spirit of 
the “ Unfinished Symphony.” Even 
in that case, many will resent the 
bold addition. And if it prove satis- 
factory, protests will come thick and 
fast. Tampering with a general 
favorite is hazardous. 





FIGURES IN PLACE OF STRIKES. 


The Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor an- 
nounces a new procedure. Reason 
is to be substituted for force. Arith- 
metic is to replace the strike as a 
labor weapon. In striving to secure 
their “fair” ‘share of the social 
product, the workers must learn to 
mobilize statistics. This declaration 
obviously points to a large-scale de- 
velopment in bureaus of research of 
which the beginnings already exist. 
It is for the social good that capital 
and labor shall debate with facts 
and figures instead of fighting it 
out. 

Statistics have figured in indus- 
trial conflicts before this. The basic 
justification for a demand of higher 
wages has been usually an appeal 
to the higher cost of living. Where 
the figures on this point are authen- 
tic the argument is strong. But 
labor research has gone beyond the 
problem of making both ends meet 
to consider the general question of 
living standards. There are current 
any number of estimates of what 
constitutes an adequate family wage. 
The difficulty with such 4 priori 
labor budgets is that they often 
prove too much. When a “ mini- 
mum” family living standard is 
placed at $2,500 a year, and ft is 
shown that the average income of 
the mine worker’s family is, say, 
$1,500 a year, it does not always 
mean that the miner is living under 
intolerable conditions. It may some- 
times mean that the theoretical 
minimum has been placed too high. 
According to most of such “ budg- 
ets” in vogue, the great mass of 
the American people would now be 
leading a most pitiable existence, 
but this is not the case. 

What the American Federation of 
Labor presumably has in mind is 
another use of statistics. It would 
interpret a “fair wage” not pri- 





mere: by the worker’s needs but by 


the worker’s just share in the joint 
product of capital and labor. It 
would make concrete studies of 
individual industries such as has 
already. been made of pig-iron pro- 
duction in a series of articles in this 
year’s American Federationist. And 
the chief point it would stress is 
that higher wages result in higher 
productivity, so that the increased 
wage means no heavier burden for 
the consumer in the form of prices. 
In the articles referred to there are 
tables purporting to show that, 
despite the notable rise in wages 
since 1921, the “share” of the 
worker in the product is actually 
smaller than it used to be. 

Emphasis on labor statistics in 
general and production statistics in 
particular would thus be an applica- 
tion of the principle already in prac- 
tice under the Baltimore & Ohio 
Plan and the policies of the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers. The prin- 
ciple recognizes an incipient part- 
nership in which labor is entitled to 
comment on the employer’s book- 
keeping and to cite its own book- 
keeping. Beyond that it means 
sharing responsibility for the indus- 
try as well as sharing the income 
from the industry. 








A CHINESE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 


Although it is not yet clear how 
all-embracing will be the proposed 
Church of Christ in China, formed 
by Chinese educated in various de- 
nominational missions, the mere fact 
that such an organization is being 
proposed and apparently has the 
backing of important missionary or- 
ganizations in China indicates the 
sweeping changes that have been 
taking place in that country during 
the last few years. During the last 
decade the number of Chinese 
clergymen ordained and placed in 
positions of responsibility by vari- 
ous Protestant churches has been 
increasing. The Roman Catholic 
Church only recently celebrated the 
confirmation of several Chinese 
Bishops. 

Such an organization of a native 
Church is an inevitable by-product 
of the strong anti-foreign movement 
that has recently swept over China. 
Some of the foreign missionaries 
hoped to stem it by supporting the 
program of the Chinese Nationalists. 
But since their propaganda was es- 
sentially hostile to all things foreign 
the missionaries could not escape its 
consequences. The principal attack 
was on foreign treaties and special 
privileges. But to most Chinese the 
foreigners on the spot, whether mis- 
sionaries or business men, were the 
visible evidence of interference in 
Chinese affairs from the outside. 
Hence the movement that appeared 
o be anti-Christian because the 
Christian missionaries suffered from 
it was essentially a reflex of anti- 
foreignism. 

It has long been evident to 
thoughtful missionaries that the po- 
sition of the Church in China would 
not be secure until it had taken root 
in the hearts of the people. So long 
as the preachers and teachers come 
from abroad it is in a sense an alien 
institution. It is only natural, there- 
fore, that a Chinese organization 
should be built up. How successful 
this will be if it actually attempts to 
merge members brought up in dif- 
ferent denominations cannot be fore- 
told. It is possible that the natural 
tolerance of the Chinese in matters 
religious will make them readier 
than ourselves in sinking denomina- 
tional differences. Christians have 
often been worried about the im- 
pression made on the Chinese mind 
by the rivalries between various 
churches in the mission fields. 

If the proposed Church in China 
becomes strong, the réle of foreign 
missions in that country will neces- 
sarily be changed. The men and 
women in the field will be no longer 
directors, but advisers. This will 
raise the question of the financial 
support of the missions. It also 
promises to create new and interest- 
btat-amebae)e)t-yect-Mreymmerele)el-) a-ha lesan hey aal 
nately, none of them is likely to hin- 
der the work of the missions in gen- 
eral. There is room in China for all 
who wish to teach the Christian 
faith. And if the Chinese succeed in 
unifying various denominations, they 
will offer a helpful lesson to some 
at home who have resisted all efforts 
to bring into closer relationship the 
differing Christian churches.

A Junker may derive comfort from 
the thought that a Prussian soldier’s 
word of honor is sacred even when 
it is pledged to the support of a de- 
tested republic. 

There must also be many millions 
of Gérmans who do not think of their 
President either in his past or pres- 
ent capacity, but honor him for the

the family. Some bemoan the wild 
ways of the youngsters who refuse to 
be guided by their anxious elders. 
Others have faith in the fundamental 
soundness of the younger generation, 
but call the parents to account. What

dancing mothers and work-ridden 
fathers show no proper concern for 
them? Either way, one would think 
that it is all up with the happy 
family. 

The views expressed by some of the 
social workers at the Buffalo confer- 
ence on ‘‘Family Life in America’’ 
give grounds for supposing that it is 
a bit early to be looking for a new 
institution to replace the family. It 
is still a vigorous organism, accord- 
ing to Miss GorpoN HamiLtTon of the 
New York School of Social Work: 

If the people who are now so alarmed 
over the breakdown of the family would 
only try their hands at changing a few 
families, they would be astonished. No one 
knows better than the social worker how 
hard it is genuinely to modify a family, 
let alone doing away with it. 

When the material comfort of each 
member of a family would be im- 
proved by breaking it up and the 
group still struggles to keep together 

and chance failure rather than sepa- 
rate and be assured of surviving, it 
seems that there is still a good deal 
of strength in family bonds,-—

as with young children: they want 
to do what they are told not to do. 
If reformers would change their

Cases Awaiting Decision. 


PACKING DECREE. ARGUED 


Hughes Challenges Validity of 
Lower Court Order—Hearing 
on German Ship Suit. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Comrne 
fronted with a docket of 575 cases, 
many of them of major importance, 
the Supreme Court convened today 
after the Summer recess. All of the 
members of the court were present 
with the exception of Associate Jus- 
tice Sutherland, who, it was exe 
plained, was indisposed. 

Chief. Justice Taft, who celebrated 
his seventieth birthday a few weeks 
ago, looked in fine health, having 
acquired a coat of tan during his 
vacation at Murray Bay, Canada. 

Conforming to custom, the Chief 
Justice and the Associate Justices 
paid their respects to the President 


at the White House late this aftere 
noon. 


The high court lost no time in 
getting down to business today. A 
large number of attorneys were ad- 
mitted to practice. 

Argument was begun in the case of 
the Blue Ribbon Drivers’ Associar 
tion against the City of Detroit, in- 
volving the validity of a municipal 
order barring jitneys from te city 
streets, which was sustained in a 
lower court. The Drivers’ Associa- 
tion appealed to the Supreme Court 
on the ground that the municipal or- 
der was confiscatory. The argu- 
ment was cut short by the court 
indicating that with precedents in 


pores the decision below is likely to 
e sustained. 


Government Presses Rate Case. 


The Government today asked the 
court to advance the hearing of its 
appeal in the case of the Kansas City 
Southern and other railroads involv- 
ing the validity of orders of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in 
fixing the value of common carrier 
property as a basis for making rates. 

Thirty-four cases are set for oral 
argument before the court. Among 
those coming over from the last term 
is the Tea Pot Dome case, brought 
by the Government. to evict Harry 
F. Sinclair and his companies from 
the naval oil reserve in Wyoming. 

Indications are that the court will 
act this term on the dispute over the 
diversion of lake waters at Chicago. 
There are several suits pens. one 
brought by New York State. 

The dry law will come up for con- 
sideration in various aspects at the 
current term. One case raises the 
question as to whether New York 
State police, cooperating with Fed- 
eral agents, can legally search auto- 
mobiles without warrant. 

A decision is expected at this term 
on a case brought by a New York 
importer involving the constituticn- 
ality of the flexible provision of the 
Fordney-McCumber Tariff law. An- 
other case of importance concerns 
the jurisdiction of the Inierstate 
Commerce Commission over joint 
rates on newsprint when a part of 
the haul is in Canada. 

A case involving the validity of the 
Walker law in New York under 
which George W. Bryant was con- 
victed for failure to make reports 
concerning the affairs of the Ku 
Klux .Klan awaits argument and 
decision. 


Hughes Argues Packers’ Case. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (4).—Charleg 
E. Hughes, counsel for Swift & Co. 
and other packers, challenged in the 
Supreme Court today the validity of 
the consent decree entered in the 
Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia in which they agreed to 
confine themselves exclusively to the 
meat packing industry. He directed 
his arguments almost entirely to the 
right of the Court of Appeals of the 
district to review the decision of the 
District Supreme Court refusing to 
set aside the decree.

— OF HOUSE’, DIES, 82 


Long Known as. One of the ‘Big 
Four’ Who Ruled Lower 
Body of Congress. 


HELPED WRITE TWO TARIFFS 


Upholder of ‘Czarism’ in House— 
Overwhelmed by Roosevelt Tide 
in 1912—A Lawyer of Note. 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 3 (®).—John 
Dalzell, known as the ‘‘father of the 
House of Representatives” after he 
had -served in Congress as a Repre- 
sentative from Pittsburgh for many 
years, died yesterday at the home 
of his son, Samuel Dalzell, in Alta- 
dena, Cal. He had been ill a long 
time. His age was 82. Mr. Dalzell 
‘was born in New York on April 19, 
1845. When he was two years old 
his parents moved to Pittsburgh. He 
was educated in the public schools. 
In 1865 he was graduated from Yale 
and two years later was admitted to 
the kar. He was elected to Congress 
in 1887 and re-elected for many 
ley serving until 1913, when he re- 

ired. 

Since then Mr. Dalzell had :contin- 
ued his private practice with head- 
quarters in Washington. 

He leaves besides his son, Samuel, 
of Altadena, two others, W. S. and 
R. D. of Pittsburgh, where he will 
be buried, and a daughter, Mrs. 
George Dunn of Philadelphia. 


Almost a Memory. 


“Once a power in Republican poli- 
tics, John Dalzell had almost become 
@ memory years before his death. 
The Roosevelt tide of 1912 swept him 
from his vantage point, and he 
passed at once completely out of the 
public eye. 

In his heyday in Congress, during 
the first decade of this century, Mr. 


Dalzell was not only the Speaker’s 
right-hand man, but had come to be 
known as one of a ‘‘Big Four” that 
ruled the House and shaped legis- 
lation with an iron will. The others 
were Dingley, Payne and Cannon. 
In his later years he lived almost in 
seclusion in Washington, never visit- 
bbet=amn Aol -MmE @r- hey ide) MME: hols ME-1-) ColepocMM-tc1cy bated 
his old-time friends or appearing in 
any way in public matters. 

The sudden change was the more 
Temarkable because the Dalzell of 
the old days had been a forceful ora- 
tor, a skilled parliamentarian, a 
clever political general, and a charm- 
ing conversationalist, much sought 
after socially. He made his special 
mark in legislation in connection 
with tariff bills, but, as member and 
later Chairman of the all-powerful 
Rules Committee under Reed, Hen- 
derson and Cannon, he held a whip 
hand over the legislative program 
generally. 


Stood Fast For ‘‘Czarism.’’ 


Mr. Dalzell was a towering figure 
in defense of ‘‘Czarism’’ when it was 
making its last stand in the House, 
and to the end of his public career 
he stood fast by the principle that 
power over House action should be 
centralized by the House rules in the 
hands of the Speaker. 


His friends said he felt he never 
could reconcile himself to the new 
order, which began with the liberal- 
izing of the rules and the overthrow 
of Cannon. After an unsuccessful 
effort to gain a seat in the Senate, 
he turned his back not only upon 
politics but upon the old associations. 

He had entered the House from the 
manufacturing district of Pittsburgh 
and was a protectionist of the first 
order in the day when the tariff was 
a burning issue the country over. He 
helped write both the Dingley and 
Payne-Aldrich Tariff laws. To him 
the Republican Party looked through 
a@ period of several years to take a 
large part in the shaping of tariff 
and financial planks and in the up- 
holding of party discipline.

Dies at 90 in Her Summer 
Home at Lenox.

LENOX, Mass., Oct. 3.—Mrs. Ellen 
Schermerhorn Auchmuty of 101 Uni- 
versity Place, New York, widow of 
Colonel Richard T. Auchmuty, emi- 
nent architect, was found dead in 
bed at 4 A. M. today at her country 
place here, The Dormers, on the 
Lenox-Pittsfield road. Dr. George 
S. Wyckham, Associate Medical 
Examiner, said death was due to 
heart disease. Mrs. Auchmuty had 
been unable to leave her house since 
Sept. 22. She was in her ninety-first 
year and had been a Summer resi- 
dent of Lenox for seventy-four years. 

Mrs. Auchmuty was a member of 
an old and prominent family in New 
York, where she was born on Feb. 
9, 1837, daughter of Peter Augustus 
and Adeline Coster Schermerhorn. 
She was educated in private schools

Her hus- 
band endowed the Auchmuty Trade 
School in New York. 

In 1874 Mrs. Auchmuty’s mother 
bought the old Berkshire County 
Court House in Lenox, built in 1810, 
and presented it to the town as a 
library building. Later she and her 
brother, the late Frederick Augustus 
Schermerhorn, built Sedgwick Hall, 
adjoining, and gave it to the town. 


Mentally Keen to the Last. 


Mrs. Auchmuty was mentally keen 
up to the last, keeping closely in 
touch with the news of the day, in- 


cluding the stock market. She was 
accustomed to ride out once a week 
behind a span of horses hitched to 
an open victoria. She never rode in 
or owned an automobile and never 
had a listed telephone or electric 
lights or steam heat in her villa.

DR. BRUSH, EX-MAYOR 


OF MT. VERNON, DIES|°: 


First to Hold the Office—Elected 
Four Times—Soldier at 16— 
Introduced ‘Kumyss.’ 


Dr. Edward Fietcher Brush, first 
Mayor of the City of Mount Vernon, 
an office to which he was elected 
four times in twenty-five years, died 
yesterday in a New York hospital 
after an eight months’ illness at the 
age of 80. His health had been fail- 
ing for seven years. 

Dr. Brush lived with his wife at 320 
South Fifth Avenue, Mount Vernon. 
He leaves four sons and five daugh- 
ters. The sons are the Rev. J. W: 
Brush, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, New Haven; Carlton, City 
Forester of Mount Vernon; Fletcher 
and Edward VY. Another son, Walton, 
was killed in action in the Argonne 
nine years age wey while pte 4 
bore e marines of the Second Divi- 
sion. 

Funeral services will be held at 2 
P. M. tomorrow in the First Baptist 
Church, Mount Vernon. Burial will 
take place privately in Oakwood 
Cemetery, Mount Kisco. 

Dr. Brush was born in Dublin, Ire- 
land. He was a fighter in war and 
politics. He was a boy of 16 on.a 
Canadian farm when the Civil War 
broke out. He ran away from home 
and enlisted in the Union Army, but 
was discharged when his age was dis- 
covered. Undiscouraged, he tried 
again and succeeded in serving 
throughout the war with the Six- 
teenth Maine Infantry. His father 
was a surgeon in the Union Army. 

After his defeat for Mayor in 1901 
by Edwin W. Fiske, r. Brush 
brought a quo warranto action. 
but lost the recount by 170 votes. In 
a three-cornered campaign in 1905 he 
won by 225 votes. 

Dr. Brush in 1917 entered the lists 
as champion of the reform element, 
and in an exciting contest defeated 
Fiske, who had held office for four 
successive terms. This time Fiske 
demanded a recount, which resulted 
in a majority of seven in favor of Dr. 
Brush after the soldier vote had been 
counted. At the end of this term, in

On one of his many trips to Eu- 
rope Dr. Brush obtained the formula 
for preparation of soured milk used 
by Russian peasants. He introduced 
a modified form of this drink in this 
country, making it from the milk of 
goats and cows, instead of mares, 
and calling it ‘‘Kumyss.’’ It became 
widely known, and the plant in which 
Dr. Brush prepared it at Mount Ver- 
non is still in operation, though now 
owned by a syndicate to which he 
sold his interest.

The contention that the Board of 
Estimate’s award of a bus franchise 
for Manhattan, Brooklyn and Queens 
was illegal because Borough Presi- 
dents Julius Miller of Manhattan and 
Henry Bruckner of the Bronx did 
not vote for it in person was made 
yesterday by Clarence J. Shearn of 
counsel for the Brooklyn-Manhattan 
Transit Corporation and Max D. 
Steuer of counsel for the New York 
Railways Corporation at a hearing 
by the Transit Commission on the 
Equitable Coach Company’s applica- 
tion for a certificate of convenience 
and necessity. 

Commissioner Leon G. Godley, who 
presided, suspended the. taking of 
testimony on the company’s applica- 
tion until the next hearing, by which 
time, he said, he would decide on 
the legal point raised. 

“There will be no further taking 
of evidence if I decide that the fran- 
chise is invalid,’”” Mr. Godley said in 
reply to objections by Assistant Cor- 
baley go haley Mm @re)bbst-1-) a ag A. Devery

the Equitable Company. ‘‘The peti- 
tioner must come here with a valid 
franchise. If there is no valid fran-

No Difficulty Is Seen. 


Although representatives of the 
city and the Equitable Company said 
after the hearing that they doubted 
that either the commission or a court 
would sustain the contention, they 
declared that, even if it should be 
sustained, there should be no diffi- 
culty in the voting of another fran- 
chise to the Equitable Company by 
the elected members of the board. 

It was assumed that there would be 
no difficulty in getting Borough 
Presidents Miller and Bruckner to 
vote again for the Equitable Com- 
yany, aS Mr. Bruckner had favored 
that company and Mr. Miller had 
siven written authority to Mr. John- 
son to vote for the Equitable in his 
absence. Belief also was expressed 
that Borough President James J.

Called Usual Practice. 


Mr. Goldmark contended that it 
had long been the practice for the 
Borough Presidents to be represented 
in. the Board of Estimate by. their 
Commissioners of Public Works, who 
had voted on all kinds of proposals 
without objection. Mr. Shearn and 
Mr. Steuer contended that-a Borough 
President as a member of the board 
had-no right to delegate his “‘dis- 
cretionary’’ power, such as they de- 
clared a vote on a resolution to 
award a franchise to be.

WILLSAVE$4,000,000 


Taylor Denies City Will Pay 
$2,918,545 More, as Charged 
by Republican Bureau. 


;CALL FIGURES ‘ALL WRONGQ’ 


Brooklyn Company to Bulld Three 
Incinerators Under Agreement, 
Commissioner Points Out. 


The city will not have to pay 
$2,918,545 more to the Brooklyn Ash 
Removal Company, under the pro- 
posed five-year contract for disposal 
of rubbish, garbage and ashes in the 
borough, than it would pay on a con- 
tract similar to the present one with 
the company which expires next 
year, declared Commissioner Alfred 
A. Taylor of the Department of 
Street Cleaning yesterday. He replied 
to the attack of William Bullock, Di- 
rector of the City Affairs Bureau of 
the Republican County Committee. 

On the contrary, Commissioner 
Taylor said, the city would save about 
$1,000,000 by the cogtract, all things 
considered. He said, however, that 
it should be made plain that the con- 
tract had not been let and would not 
be until it had been gone over thor- 
oughly by the city engineers. - 

Mr. Bullock in a statement pub- 
lished yesterday characterized the 
Brooklyn company as a ‘‘Tammany” 
concern and charged the City Admin- 
istration with being wastefully ex- 
travagant if it let such a bid. 

Declaring that Mr. Bullock’s fig- 
ures were ‘‘all wrong’’ in regard to 
a|the costs of the rbage. disposal, 

Commissioner Taylor said the Re- 
publican leader’s arrival. at his fig- 
ures was not clear to the average 
man on the street. 

One important item to be con- 
sidered in the proposed contract, the 
Commissioner explained, is the build- 
ing of three incinerators by the com- 
—_ costing about $2,000, These 
ncinerators, the contract provides, 
can be recaptured by the city within 
five years .at 75 per cent. of cost, 
which he thinks is an advantageous 
figure for the city. These disposal 
plants, he declared, are ve much 
needed, particularly in case the Fed- 
eral Government does not allow 
further disposal in the waters near 
the city. 

The Brooklyn company in the pro- 
posed contract submitted a ‘‘bal- 
anced’’ bid, whereby 58 cents a cubic 
yard would be paid for the disposal 
of garbage, ashes and rubbish, in- 
stead of having separate prices for 
each item as under the present con- 
tract. Commissioner: Taylor contends 
that this sort of bid will be more ad- 
vantageous than the present one.

DANGING IN SCHOOLS 
URCED FOR CULTURE 


Conference on Family Life 
Hears Plea for Wider Artistic 
Training of Children. 


TEMPORARY FAMILY SCORED 


Zoologist Declares Monogamy the 
Best System Known—Family 
Unit Called Enduring. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 3 .—An 
inclusion of dancing in the athletic 
curriculum of public schools was ad- 
vocated by Karl de Schweinitz, di- 
rectcr of the Family Society of Phila- 
delphia, in an address tonight before 
the conference on Family Life in 
America Today, in session here. 

‘We have thought of dancing too 


much in terms of the relation. be- 
tween sexes,’’ he declared. - ‘‘Our 
civic efforts have been to regularize 
and supervise, to see that dancin 

is proper. We have been concern 

too little with the art of the dance. 
There should be emphasis upon the 
skill and beauty in those forms of 
dancing—the fox trot, the waltz and 
their derivatives—in which the ma- 
jority of people participate. Little 
is being done to cultivate art here.’’ 

Professionalism, he asserted, was 
the greatest hindrance to the devel- 
opment of recreation. 

Speaking before the afternoon ses- 
sion, W. F'. Ogburn, Professor of So- 
ciology in the University of gon 
and author of books on social work, 
declared that the family as a unit 
was not doomed ‘‘despite all of the 
forces which are revolutionizing the 
life of the family in America.”’ 

“With birth control, the women 
working outside the home, with fewer 
children and with more frequent di- 
vorce,’’ he said, ‘‘it seems probable 
that much more attention will be 
given to affection Within the family 
as a means of keeping the a 
together. While separation. and. di- 
vorce may be more frequent, it is 

uite probable that the average quan- 
tity of affection per family unit re- 
maining intact will be much higher 
than was the case when the family 
was held together by other bonds.’’ 

Such theories as the ‘‘temporary 
family,” a Pe fp gee ty system of 
marriage and the care of children 
by the State find no support in: the 
laws of biological science, according 
to Dr. Herbert S. Jennings, Profes- 
sor of Zoology at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, who found that the ‘“‘lifelong 
monogamous family’’ apparently best 
met the requirements of the mam- 
mal man. 

The temporary family, found in 
many birds and animals, would not 
be efficient in the case of man, in 
Professor Jennings’s opinion. 

“This system,’ he said, ‘‘unless 
nn se in some radical way, 
as by social care of the offspring, 
ignores the long period: of depen- 
dence of the children on the parents; 
the result of which is that the fre- 
quent separation or change of mates 
gives serious wrenches to the frame- 
work of society, injures the ‘children, 
distracts and distresses the parents.’’

ADMIRES EUROPEAN PARKS 


Says They Surpass Ours In Cleanlle 
ness, but Not in Natural Beauty—« 
He Urges Special Police Court. 


The condition of Central Park is 
not hopeless, and with continued ap- 
propriations and enough caretakers 
the park will yet be restored to some- 
thing close to the vision which the 
Olmsted brothers had seventy years 
ago. This is one of the conclusions 
of Herman W. Merkel, the landscape 
architect, who was retained by the 
city last Summer to make a compre- 
hensive survey of the condition of 
Central Park and to suggest the best 
method for its restoration. 

Mr. Merkel’s report, a comprehen- 
sive document of more than 100 
pages, has not yet been published, 
but Park Commissioner Walter R. 
Herrick revealed a few of its find- 
ings yesterday in an address to wo- 
men of the Government Club at the 
Hotel Astor. . According to Commis- 
sioner Herrick, the Merkel -report 
finds that the Park is ‘‘not in as bad 
shape as some of the newspapers 
have painted it.’’ Despite the optim- 
ism which Mr. Herrick said pervaded 
the long report, he told his hearers 
that ‘‘in almost every tenth line 
there is some reference to the evils 
of park litter and vandalism as the 
most stubborn problem we have to 
face in park restoration.’’ 

Commissioner Herrick reported yese 
terday on his recent European tour 
with Mayor Walker’s party. ~While 
the Mayor was inspecting eager 
projects and -hospitals in the cap 
tals of Europe, Mr. Herrick went 
through the parks of Dublin, Lon-

‘It almost made me cry with envy 
when I went through the parks of 
Europe,’’ said Mr. Herrick with feel- 
ing, ‘‘to see the absolute cleanliness 
with which those. parks are kept.

THE HOUSE OF WOMEN, a dramatization 
x in three acts, by Louis Bromfield of his 
novel, ‘‘The Green Bay Tree.’’

Although Louis Bromfield puts a 
heavy strain upon his actors in ‘‘The 
House of Women,’’ played at Maxine 
Elliott’s last evening, they are more 
than a match for him. In _ this 
dramatization of his first novel Mr. 
Bromfield has written haltingly; the 
play is, like the minstrel, ‘‘a thing of 
shreds and patches.’’ But Nance 
O’Neil as the relentless, acidulous 
old lady and Elsie Ferguson as the 
radiant daughter both play magnifi- 
cently. Helen Freeman plays the 
part of an introvert sister with 
superb skill and intelligence. On 
the whole ‘‘The House of 'Women’”’ 
presents some of the finest acting to 
be seen on the stage this year. 

For the benefit of the wretchedly 
ignorant in this heedless metropolis 
Mr. Bromfield may be introduced as 
the bright young man among Amer- 
ican novelists, the winner of last 
year’s Pulitzer Prize. In the last 


three or four years he has written 
four novels of genuine breadth and 
depth—‘‘The Green Bay Tree,’”’ ‘‘Pos- 
session,’’ ‘‘Early Autumn” and “A 
Good Woman.’’ Those who cherish 
the future of American literature 
watch every move he makes with 
jealous apprehension. 

To make ‘‘The Green Bay Tree’”’ 
fit the stage in the play dubbed ‘‘The 
House of Women’’ Mr. Bromfield 
has reduced it to six main charac- 
ters and one setting, the drawing 
room of the Shane Mansion that still 
lingers defiantly in the grime and 
soot of foul factories. Robert Ed- 
mond Jones has caught the heavy, 
F-gucbelebves-{-Mett-geblammes maa el Ramey uer-Xe Mb uote) ee! 
in a _ splendidly suggestive back- 
ground. 

As a novelist Mr. Bromfield excels 
both in the sweep of story and the 
authenticity of characterization, es- 
pecially of women. But as a play- 
wright he is no story-teller. ‘‘The 
House of Women’”’ catehes the main 
events in the stubborn history of the 
Shanes. In the first act Lily cooly 
refuses to marry Governor Henry 
Bascom, in spite of their unhallowed 
intimacy, because she does not love 
him enough. In the second act Lily 
returns from Paris to pay her in- 
scrutably wise mother a visit, and 
here she meets Arthur Morven, the 
renegade parson, now leading the 
strikers against the Governor and 
the State. In the final act she con- 
fesses her love to him. Her pious, 
hypocritical sister, who has unnat- 
urally considered Morven her special 
property, turns on them both with a 
volley of perverse abuse. Old Mrs. 
Shane dies in the last scene, trying 
desperately to save Lily from a life 
of futile groping toward happiness 
by urging her to take Morven for- 
ever. 

Lovers of ‘“‘The Green Bay Tree”’ 
will regret that the play retains no 
more of the sto than this little 
scrap. Lovers of the drama will re- 
gret that it is pieced together so 
clumsily, with a woefully wooden in- 
troduction. Once it slumps into an 
endless speech of unalloyed exposi- 
tion, as forei to the stage as the 
text of a novel. Throughout the rest 
of the play Mr. Bromfield fails to 
make his points intelligibly; and 
“The House of Women’’ drifts into 
many languid passages until a final 
dramatic situation suddenly brings 
it to life in the closing scenes. 

But if Mr. Bromfield has not 
learned the art of story-telling for 
the stage he still portrays character 
resourcefully. For the sharp etching 
of the three Shanes is not solely the 
achievement of splendid acting. Mr. 
Bromfield has set down the main 
facts—Julia Shane’s worldly wisdom 
that emerges at times as cynicism 
and again as affecting tenderness, 
Lily Shane’s peculiar arrogance that 
becomes .humility under the right 
circumstances, Irene Shane’s malig- 
nant, false piety; the Governor’s 
machine mind and Morven’s rude 
strength. These are not characters 
made of the stencils in common use 
among the pettifogging novelists. 
They are wrought out of life itself. 
And they represent principles and 
motives. Welded into a firm story, 
as they are in the novel, they would 
make for uncommonly illuminating 
drama. They reveal, not so much 
a study of human character as native 
understanding. 

That cliché of the reviewing trade, 
a “triumph,” inevitably turns up in 
any complete description of Miss 
O’Neil’s acting. Especially in the 
first act words are put into her 
mouth that defy illuding expression 
in the spoken tanguage. But Miss 
O’Neil almost hides them beneath 
the skill of her acting. In general, 
Julia Shane bums through Miss

much like a portrait in oils by John 
Singer Sargent, Miss Ferguson pore 
the part of Lily with luminous 
beauty. The mellowness of her 
voice, the grace of her movements 
across the stage, the quiet delibera- 
tion of her acting represent Miss 
Ferguson at the height of her 
powers. ~ 

In the less attractive réle of Irene 
Shane, Miss Freeman does extraor- 
dinarily well. She has absorbed the 
character completely; she conveys it 
with no loss of its arled force. 
Mr. Cooksey as the strike leader and 
Mr. Abel as the Governor do not il- 
luminate their parts; they merely 
run through the paces prescribed for 
them in the drama. But the women 
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act with such lustrous beauty that 
the flimsiness of the play becomes 
tantalizing. ‘‘The House of Women’’ 
is not only inferior to ‘‘The Green 
Bay Tree’’ but also inferior to jour- 
neyman drama.

Theirs was the 
main job of singing the song ‘‘My 
Love, My Life, My Lady’’—to the 
tune of which the show (like dances 
all this past Summer) more partic- 
ularly keeps going. And a very good 
job they made of it, thanks to the 
girl’s legs and a something-singularly 
atevebtet-MeRelel Himmel MB delridemenclepesl-lastbet=4 
in which was included the comic 
spirit refreshingly expressed. 

Fancy a young man in love turned 
loose in very mixed company on a 
yacht and then at a ball and telling 
the truth always and the complica- 
tions attend to themselves with only 
reasonable help from the librettists, 
but as a matter of fact, Messrs. 
Montgomery and Duncan have not 
skimped their end of it. They have 
been both ingenious and resourceful. 
They have even borrowed a trick or 
two from Winthrop Ames’s friend, 
Sir W. S. Gilbert—and to quote Gil- 
bert against himself, done it very 
well. The lyricist, Irving Caesar, 
rhymes ‘‘predicament’’ and ‘‘vicar 
meant” in a song—a really funny 
song, effectively sung by Charles 
Winninger, whereof the Gilbertsulli- 
vanian inspiration never could be 
missed.

NEW ERLANGER OPENED. 


Philadelphia’s $2,500,000 Theatre 
Inaugurated by Fred Stone.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 3.—The 
new $2,500,000 Erlanger ‘Theatre, 
just completed at Twenty-first and 
Market Streets, for the Stanley Com- 
pany of America, was opened to the 
public tonight with a gala perform- 
ance featuring Fred Stone in ‘‘Criss 
Cross.”” Mayor and Mrs. Kendrick 
and other city officials and promi- 
nent society people attended the 
opening. 

Built to house an audience of 
2,000, the new theatre takes the place 
of the old Forrest, which was torn 
down to make way for office build- 
ings, and is regarded as one of the 
most elaborately outfitted playhouses 
of its kind in the country. Its open- 
ing gives Philadelphia eight legiti- 
mate theatres. 

Of Georgian architecture, the thea- 
tre has a frontage of 183 feet on 
Market Street and a depth of 144 feet 
on Twenty-first Street. The walls of 
the lobby are adorned with paintings 
y Jules Le Boutelier representing 
the first ag ery Empire, and the 
promenade foyer has a lavish display 
of marble, hand-wrought iron and an- 
tique furniture. The stairways are 
all equipped with wright-iron rail- 
ngs. 

A Spanish lounge, where both men 
and women may smoke, an English 
hunting room for men and a jade 
room for women, the latter one en- 
tirely in green, are other features of 
the interior.

A rather slim audience for a first 
performance found ‘‘Romancing 
*"Round,’’ a comedy by Conrad Wes- 
tervelt which opened last night at 
The Little Theatre, a moderately en- 
tertaining bit of work. The author 
(or the producer) chose to place on 
the program three lines of explana- 
tory verse, to strike the pitch, as it 
were, in which the piece was to be 
played. 

I was drinking of a few drinks of 
liquor, 

Singing of a few songs, 

And romancing ’round. 


There was. not much liquor, in 
which respect this comedy of the 
navy was a relief from some of the 
melodramas that infest Broadway; 
but there were many sailors, and, as 
might safely be predicted, much 
‘romancing ’round.’’ Neena Dobson, 
the pretty waitress in Bill Torlini’s 
coffee house near the Navy Yard in 
Brooklyn, was successfully made love 
to by Quartermaster Henry Conboy, 
and unsuccessfully by others, includ- 
ing a Lieutenant, a Lieutenant Com- 
mander and a millionaire who died of 
heart-failure. But the course of true 
love was beset with many currents 
which, for two acts and most of a 
third, threatened to keep the good- 
intentioned but flighty-headed Quar- 
termaster from making port. But 
make port he did (for a time it 
looked like the Naval Prison at Ports- 
mouth), and his pertinacity was to 
be commended in view of the dope- 
dealing, black-mailing father-in-law 
he was annexing. But they do these 
things with a light heart in plays, 
and generally the audience is fully 
pleased to have things so. 

Miss Helen MacKellar, as Neena 
Dobson, was obliged to play her part 
with far fewer rehearsals than the 
others of the cast had enjoyed. No 
doubt this accounted for her uncer- 
tainty in creating her character. Her 
voice at the outset was too sugges- 
tive of sobs; in fact, she attended 
so much more to her sobs than her 
gobs that at first one was somewhat 
bewildered. As the play progressed, 
however, Miss MacKellar permitted 
herself to become more natural, and 
it is probable that she will in time 
become the cheerful body that would 
be likely to win the heart of a ro- 
mancing blue-jacket. In other re- 
spects Miss MacKellar acted with a 
good deal of conviction. 

Ralph Morgan was Quartermaster 
Henry Conboy. @Of course, as he 
played opposite the lead—or, he may 
have been the lead—his name is writ 
larger, considerably Isrger, than that 
of Theodore Westman, masquerad- 
ing as a gunner’s mate and Conboy’s 
buddy. But Ralph Morgan must 
have envied Mr. Westerman his 
brimming measure of laughs. This 
critic was human enough to think 
the gunner’s part the best in the 
show; and if this is to provoke a 
quarrel, let those concerned take the 
matter up with the author. 

The supporting cast had imbibed 
the spirit of team-play to an un- 
usually pleasing degree: Beatrice 
Blinn, the other waitress, was an 
excellent contrast to Miss MacKel- 
lar, and Flemming Ward, as the 
Lieutenant Commander and Con- 
boy’s superior officer, did very well 
in his assumption of a part which 
in real life requires years of training. 

Probing below the surface, ‘‘Ro- 
mancing ’Round”’ is really a stock 
plot. But it is tricked out with such 
beguiling variations of a purely su- 
perficial nature as to acquire 4 spe- 
cious air of originality. In true 
comedy the lines which produce 
laughter spring inevitably from the 
comed itself. be Mae ace) cet-Reled bet-4 
’Round,’’ although there are a few 
such lines, they are for the most part 
imported for the express purpose of 
producing the laugh. But as these are 
judiciously’ distributed throughout 
the three acts the audience is passa- 
bly well rewarded for donating an 
evening.

As the first production of his fifth 
consecutive New York season, Wal- 
ter Hampden last night presented 
Ibsen’s ‘‘An Enemy of the People”’ 
at the theatre that hears his name. 
It is so good a play, and its central 
réle is of such tempting proportions, 
that it is somewhat astonishing to 
learn that Mr, Hampden is the first 
American actor of reputation to give 
the play a production. It was a fa- 
vorite réle with Beerbohm Tree, who 
acted it here as well as in Englend; 
it has been preyed here in German 
and by the Moscovians, and it was 
acted in English half a dozen years 
ago by an actor of no consequence. 
Until last night, that was all. 

Mr. Hampden and his company, 
faring into new ground with this 
piece, are at their best in the play’s 
teeming fourth act, when his fellow- 
citizens shout down Dr. Stockmann 
and the truth. Here, of course, is 
rich opportunity for ensemble acting, 
and in the main Mr. Hampden’s 
company takes advantage of it.

Mr. ‘ Hampden’s rtrait of the 
idealistic doctor is benign, thought- 
ful, at times almost quaint. One is 
not always ready to believe, however, 
that he is the upstanding fighter, 
that he would have the courage to 
stand against his fellow-men for the 
sake of his opinions. When, for a 
moment, he considers flight to Amer- 
ica, he is thoseegy. convincing: 
possibly this contains a key to the 
interpretation. 

In his curtain speech Mr. Hampden 
hinted at difficulties encountered in 
turning abruptly from the medieval 
to the modern—which may readily be 
believed. Perhaps further perform- 
ances will comb a little of the stiff- 
ness from the earlier acts; certainly 
they will quicken the pace at points

‘Sidewalks of New York’”’ and, like 
the others, presents a gaudy and 
highly romanticized picture of life 
as it never was in any of the five 
boroughs. 

Furthermore, like the others, the 
newcomer last night seemed on its 


way to being a hit. ‘‘Sidewalks of 
New York’”’ is composed of the same 
eminently salable materials that 
have made ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose,’’ 
mammy songs, Mary Pickford and 
the comic strips such inexhaustible 
institutions of our national life. It 
is shrewd in its appraisal of what 
the public wants and cunning in 
the way it distributes its wares. It 





is unabashedly sentimental and un- 


bess ge in the bald way it goes out 
to get its effects. But it does cat | a 
them and the result is a good show. 

More and more is Mr. Dowling} cl 
showing himself an expert in the 
assembling of musical attractions 
which are more or less stable in 
their high entertainment value, in 
their ability to please a majority of 
theatregoers and, resultantly, in 
their ability to run a season. e did 
it in ‘Sally, Irene and Mary” and

matic and more than a little emo- 
tional. She does it all excellently. 

There is a marked insistence on 
the plot all the way through, but 
whenever its enforced telling be- 
comes a bit dull, Mr. Dowling dis- 
plays his showmanship by inserting 
a fast dance number or some equal- 
ly effective stimulus. Often it’s 
the most arrant hokum, but it usu- 
ally accomplishes its purpose. 

Not the least of the sentimental 
features is the introduction of such 
old-timers as Jim Thornton, Jose- 
phine Sabel, Barney Fagan, Fiske 
O’Hara and Sam Morton. They are 
given abundant encouragement to re- 
vive former successful numbers with 
results that none of last night’s audi- 
ence seemed to regret. The two 
mainstays of the Avon Comedy Four, 
Charles Dale and Joe Smith, wan- 
der through the show and are most 
at home when they have a chance 
to ‘‘cue in’’ on their former vaude- 
ville act.

BALBOA, Oct. 3.—Satisfaction with 
the efficiency and morale of the 
Naval Air Station at Coco Solo has 
been expressed by Rear Admiral W. 
A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, after devoting five days 
to a survey and study of naval air 
problems and needs in connection 
with the proposed increase in the air 
forces of the United States Navy at 
the Panama Canal. 

Admiral Moffett, who is returning 
to New York by way of Haiti aboard 
the Panama Railway steamer Cristo- 
bal, voiced only two criticisms of the 
local situation. One was with re- 
spect to the lack of calm water for 
the taking off of planes, due to the 
collapse several years ago of part 
of the breakwater protecting the 
entrance to the Canal, behind which 
the Naval Air Station is located. The 
other criticism expressed by Admiral 
Moffett was with respect to the ex- 
posure and suffering of the person- 
nel of the Air Station, due to the 
aerial attacks at certain seasons of 
the year of the sand flies, which are 
perhaps the tiniest and fiercest of 
tropical insect pests. 

Recommendations will be made to 
the Navy Department for the repair 
and extension of the breakwater in 
order to provide more and better 
shelter for the taking off of airplanes 
from the base. The problem pre- 
sented by the sand-fly pests is not so 
easy, but they ma: be combatted by 
spraying paris green from airplanes 
over the areas adjacent to the sta- 
tion. Admiral Moffett will study this 
problem in cooperation with the Pub- 
lic Health Service upon his return to 
Washington.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—The City Coun- 
cil of Gary, Ind., tonight by a vote 
of 10 to 3 passed an ordinance giv- 
ing the School Board $15,000 for the 
construction of temporary school 
buildings to house twenty-four negro 
students whose enrolment at the Em- 
erson High School last week caused 
1,500 white students to go on strike. 

The three votes cast against the 
ordinance were those of three colored 
Councilmen who previously had filed 
a written protest stating such an ap- 
propriation would be illegal. 

The appropriation was the Coun- 
cil’s part of an agreement through 
which: the striking students were in- 
duced to return to school. The Gary 
School Board plans eventually to 
build a million-dollar high school for 
its negroes in the negro section of 
the city.

Stocks Generally Higher, Rail- 
way Shares Leading—Money 
4%, Sterling Firm. 





The week began on the Stock Ex- 
change with a further advance of 
prices; led, as it was toward the end 
of last week, by the railway shares. 
The movement of railway stocks 
seemed to be accepted by Wall Street 
as a tactical manoeuvre by the pro- 
motors of the recent rising market, 
and the judgment was to this extent 
plausible, that outside speculators 
rarely enter any branch of the mar- 
ket spontaneously unless something 
in the news distinctly favors, or 
seems to favor, action of ‘the kind. 
Last Spring, for instance, when the 
railway shares at times advanced 
even faster than the industrials, their 
pace was expedited by the news of 
competitive buying for control of cer- 
tain smaller roads by' other railway 
interests. 

In the Summer of 1926, when the 
rise in railway shares similarly out- 
stripped that of the industrials, 
knowledge of the astonishingly rapid 
increase of railway earnings over 
previous years gave the impulse. In 
the Autumn of 1920, the unusual spec- 
tacle was presented of railway stocks 
advancing cheerfully while industrial 
stocks were collapsing; that was be- 
cause of an illusion of the day that 
return of the railways to private own- 
ership in September would at once 
insure good earnings. It is not easy 
at the moment to discover any in- 
fluence of the kind at work on the 
railway-share market and, to that ex- 
tent, the Wall Street theory of a 
speculative manoeuvre wholly inde- 
pendent of the news commends it- 
self. 

Yesterday’s rise in the railway 
shares was irregularly distributed, 
but it ran at its extreme to 3 or 4 
points in shares of some large sys- 
tems and 9% in the volatile Chesa- 
peake & Ohio. Among the industrial 
shares General Motors was bid up 
9% points and various others 1 to 3. 
The relatively few declines ranged 
from 1 to 3.

coal had all declined in price last 
month and, except for breadstuffs, 
are ail lower now than a year ago. 
The advance in the average for Sep- 
tember was the result of sharply ris- 
ing prices for live stock, provisions, 
fruit and leather, nearly all a con- 
sequence of special circumstances. 
In the twelve months’ changes, tex- 
tile prices are calculated to have 
risen 14% per cent. while average 
metal prices are stated to have fallen 
16% per cent. 
As a rule, the movement both for 
the month and for the year appears 
to have been a rise in agricwitural 
products along with a fall in others. 
This, in so far as it promotes read- 
justment of discrepancies between 
what the farmer buys and what he 
sells, may help toward solving the 
agricultural problem.

Court Refuses to Prevent an 
Examination in Manhattan 
Electric Operations. 


RULE BASED ON MARTIN ACT 





Justice Walsh Points Out That Law 
Provides For an Investigation 
in Any Listed Security. 





The right of the Attorney General 
to investigate pools in stocks on the 
New York Stock Exchange under the 
authority of the Martin act was up- 
held yesterday by Supreme Court 
Justice Walsh in denying an applica- 
tion by Thomas Jefferson Britton for 
an injunction restraining Attorney 
General Ottinger from examining 
him and his books in connection 
with’the pool in Manhattan Electric- 


al Supply Company stock, which col- 
lapsed in August. 

Justice Walsh in his opinion said 
that the chief question raised by 
Britton was that the Martin act was: 
not intended to cover the purchase 
or sale of stock listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, but was lim- 
ited to unlisted securities and those 
about to be issued. ‘‘There is nothing 
in the above section,” said Justice 
Walsh in quoting the terms of the 
Martin act, ‘‘which expressly or even 
mae. limits the scope of the in- 
vestigation by the Attorney General, 
except that it must be with respect 
to transactions in securities and com- 
modities. Dealings in listed stocks or 
securities are not excluded from the 
ee 

The urt poitned out that prior 
to an amendment to the Martin act, 
passed in 1925, the law did not ex- 
pressly relate to transactions on ex- 
changes, but that the amendment 
now provides for an inquiry into the 
BS pangs or sale for future delivery 
of any commodity dealt in on any 
exchange within the United States 
of America, or the delivery of which 
is contemplated by the transfer of 
bat -¥-<oAt-Re}(-Ms(eleiteet-vele- Mme) Mmm ALAC Mme) Mme @ 
which are here called ‘commodi- 
ties.’ ’’ 

Former Deputy Attorney General 
Keyes Winter, who opposed the ap- 

lication, said in his brief that the 

artin act was passed because of 
the léss of millions of dollars in 
stock transactions through the 
fraudulent manipulation of securi- 
ties not only ‘‘on the big board but 
on the smaller exchanges,’’ and also 
because of fictitious sales of stock 
and pool operations. He said that 
the courts have held that the law 
applied to alleged frauds on the odd 
lot Cotton Exchange and that it 
would be ‘‘absurd to contend that it 
was not intended to include frauds 
on security exchanges.’” He asserted 
that since 1925 hundreds of investi- 

ations had been conducted into 
raudulent practices on Stock Ex- 
changes in New York, Boston, San 
Francisco and in Canada. 

Mr. Winter admitted that the At- 
torney General was seeking to trace 
the responsibility for the Manhattan 
Electrical Supply pool to the same

TELL OF HIGH WAGES 
TO MOVE WAR GOODS 


Witnesses in Suit Against H. L. 
Joyce Also Describe Conges- 
tion in Jersey Yards. 


STEVEDORES GOT $12 A DAY 


Damages Are Sought in Second 
Action Against Central Railroad’s 
War-Time Marine Manager. 


The facts that an overcrowded | 
condition existed in the freight yards | F 


of the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey during the war and that high 
wages were paid to keep war ma- 
terial moving at that point were 
brought out yesterday in testimony 
taken in the joint equity suit of the 
Federal Government and the rail- 
road against Henry L. Joyce, war- 
time manager of the marine depart- 
ment of the railroad, in which an ac- 
counting is asked for the period of 
Joyce’s employment with a view to 
obtaining damages. The hearing was 
before Wallace Macfarlane, Special 
Master, at 26 Liberty Street. 

The action in which the first tes- 
timony was taken on June 9, follows 
a criminal action based on the same 
transactions in which Joyce is al- 
leged to have benefited at the ex 


pense of the railroad while handling 
its freight from 1915 to 1921 in Jersey 
City. A violation of the Clayton act 
was charged in the criminal action in 
1924 when Joyce pleaded guilty to de- 
frauding the Government of about 
$2,000, and was fined $12,500. 

William Cosgrove, general foreman 
in charge of operations at the Jersey 
City piers, described the railroad’s 
equipment. He was questioned by 
Colonel Henry L. Stimson, counsel 
for the road, and Abraham §. Gil- 
bert, representing Joyce. Alexander 
B. Royce represented the Govern- 
ment. 

Part of the testimony had to do 
with the tonnage system of paying 
stevedores, compared with a be 
system based on an hourly rate. r. 
Cosgrove said that the tonnage sys- 
tem was ‘“‘the only way to handle 
freight,’’ that it was more economi- 
cal and the men did more work and 
were better satisfied. 

When asked by Mr. Gilbert if $6 a 
day was the average wage paid to 
stevedores during the war, Mr. Cos- 
grove corrected the figure to $12. 
During the war, he said, the great 
problem was to clear the yards and 
“get the cars.’’ 

Charles H. Ewing, Vice President 
in charge of operations of the Read- 
ing Company, and from June 15, 
1918, Federal manager of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey and the 
Philadelphia & Reading, testified to 
the ‘‘extremely overcrowded condi- 
tion in the yards and the shortage of 
vessels to take care of shipments”’ 
when he took office.

NEW RUBBER AGENCY 
BELIEVED DOUBTFUL 


Dutch Not Regarded as Likely 
to Cooperate With British 
to Control Selling.

DETRIMENTAL TO AMERICA 








President of Rubber Exchange 
Here Believes Production 
Should Be Unrestricted. 





Reports received from abroad by 
the United States Department of 
Commerce that British and Dutch 
rubber producers were contemplat- 
ing cooperation in the formation of 
an “international selling organiza- 
tion’? to control the rubber markets 
of the world, in which American pro- 
ducers of rubber were to be invited 
to participate, were regarded in trade 
circles here yesterday as indicating 

ssibly a wish of British producers, 

ut a wish not likely to materialize. 

It was argued that if such an or- 
ganization were created it would be 
highly detrimental to the interests 
of American consumers of rubber, 
as it would be an aggravation of the 
Stevenson plan created by Great 
Britain to maintain the price of raw 
rubber by restricting the output. 

There was an inclination here, 
however, to regard Dutch participa- 
tion in such an organization as ex- 
tremely unlikely, in view of Dutch 
resistance to previous British. re- 
quests for collaboration made at sev- 
eral times in the last decade. So far 
es American producers of rubber 
were concerned, it was said that in 
almost every case the producer was 
also a consumer, with every incen- 
tive to obtain rubber as cheaply as 
possible. 


Dutch Crop’s Influence. 


The Stevenson restriction plan has 
been weakened in application by the 
rapidly growing output of.rubber in 
the Dutch East Indies, which has 
lessened the British share in the 
world rubber trade and made. it 
practically impossible for Great Brit- 
ain to maintain the rubber price at 
a “‘satisfactory”’ level. 

A cable dispatch from London yes- 
terday said the Colonial Office would 
make no announcement of its future 
policy of restriction until the Steven- 
son committee submitted its report, 
which is due on Oct. 31. The Reu- 
ter’s dispatch added that all rumors 
to the contrary were discredited as 
emanating from speculative sources. 

Frank R. Henderson, President of 
the Rubber Exchange of New York, 
said yesterday he felt doubtful 
“that the British would be able to 
induce the Dutch growers to co- 
operate in the formation of a sell- 
ing pool, because the Dutch grow- 
ers several years ago resisted per- 
sistent efforts on the part of the 
British to induce them to cooperate 
in restricting production of rubber.”’ 
He added: 

Mr. Henderson explained that the 
Dutch had declined to curtail pro- 
duction of rubber, first, because it 
was possible for them to make a 
small profit even at the very low 
prices which ruled when the Brit- 
ish restrictions were adopted, and, 
secondly, because they could not af- 
ford to put any restrictions on the 
rubber grown by individual natives. 


Opposed to Restriction. 


Expressing the opinion that the 
British should abandon restriction of 
rubber production and let matters 
take their natural course, Mr. Hen- 
derson said: 

‘Restriction has served the pur- 
pose for which it was undertaken. 
When the British started to curtail 
rubber production in 1922, rubber 
had been selling as cheaply as 15 
cents a pound, or about 5 cents less 
than the British could produce it. 
As a result, British rubber growers 
were being ruined ahd Malaysia was 
threatened with an exodus of native 
labor which it would have been dif- 
ficult to replace. It was a good 
policy tu intervene to save the in- 
dustry. Now, however, that the

it would be wise to let the rubber in- 
dustry take care of itself. That it 
should be able to do, because within 
five years, or possibly less time, un- 
less all signs fail, there will be a 
rubber shortage.

LABOR BUREAU GIVES 
REVISED ‘PRICE INDEX’ 


Comparisons of August Based on 
New Par of 1926 In- 
stead of 1913. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the United States 
Labor gave out yesterday its figures 
of wholesale prices of commodities 
for August, revised to accord with 
the basic valuation as of the full 
year 1926, instead of the full year 
1913, as in previous estimates of the 
bureau.

MOTOR CARGO SHIPS 
‘URGED BY O'CONNOR 





SAYS THEY ARE ECONOMICAL 


Would Afford Independence 
' Farmers In Selling Their 
Surplus Abroad.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The im- 
portance of the motor ship as a cargo 
carrier was stressed by Chairman T. 
V. O’Connor of the Shipping Board 
in an address tonight at the feyalepentetsd 
exercises of the foreign service 
school of Georgetown University. He 
declared that: 

“Today we are carrying less than 
30 per cent.. of. our own freight, 4 
figure which means a sharp decline 
since 1920. New and better boats 
alone can save the situation.’’ 

One of the great handicaps of the 
Shipping Board, he said, ‘‘is that the 
great bulk of its tonnage, having 
been designed on the basis of pre- 
war standards of speed and equip- 
ment, is almost completely outclassed 
by the newer and faster ships that 


are being built by competitors.” 

The motor ship, he explained, has 
a greater speed than the old type, 
carries a smaller crew and costs 
less for propulsion. 

“Very few ships in our cargo 
fleet,’? he said, ‘‘can compare with it, 
and unless we get more ships like it 
we are not going to be able to com- 
pete. In fact, we are having diffi- 
culties right now. Foreign services 
have been gradually filling up with 
motor ships designed to go from 
fourteen to sixteen knots an hour. 
These ships have become standard. 

‘‘When the ships yorcg | up the 
American fleet were built the stand- 
ard type was the coal or oil-burning 
steamer of from nine to eleven knots 
speed. These are the ships we are 
working with now. It is like trying 
to use a wheelbarrow to compete 
with an automobile, and the amount 
and type of cargoes that we are able 
to secure for these vessels bears wit- 
ness to this fact.’’ 

Motor ships alone will not solve 
the problems of the Shipping Board, 
ran war O’Connor said, adding 

“General conditions in the United 
States preclude the possibility of pri- 
vate capital proceeding with new 
construction unless some type of aid 
is provided by the Government.’’ 

e records show that for every 
single ship under construction in an 
American shipyard Great Britain is 
building thirty-five, Germany twelve, 
Italy seven, Japan five and France

Martin C. Ansorge, former Repub- 
lican Representative in Congress, and 


cratic appointee of Governor Smith, 
were nominated for the Supreme 
Court Bench in the First Judicial 
District at a Republican, convention 
held in Bryant Hall last night. The 
endorsement of Justice Townley, in 
accordance with an agreement made 
‘with Tammany Hall for the renomi- 
nation of Judge Charles-C. Nott Jr. 
of General Sessions was put through | § 
in a perfunctory manner, while the 
nomination of Mr. Ansorge was re- 
ceived‘with much applause from the 
gathering of not more than a hun- 
dred. . 

From the’ time that William H. 

Chorosh, a ‘one-time unsuccessful 
candidate for the Supreme Court 
bench, opened _the convention as 
Chairman, Governor Alfred E. Smith 
and Tammany Hall were subjected 
to severe criticism for the failure of 
the Democrats to renominate four 
Republican Municipal Court Justices 
in accordance with the non-partisan 
judiciary movement. 
Mr. Ansorge, in his speech of ac- 
ceptance, was unsparing in his criti- 
cism of Governor Smith for the Chief 
Executive’s failure’ to insist that 
Tammany Hall, in accordance with 
the Governor’s demands for non-par- 
tisanship in the case of Judge John 
F. O’Brien, renominate Justices 
John R. Davies, Sidney’ C. Crane, 
George L. Genung and Fred H. Wil- 
son to the Municipal Court bench. 

“In my campaign it is my purpose 
to ask Governor Smith whether he, 
as leader of the Democratic Party 
of this State, approves the action of 
Tammany Hall in refusing to en- 
dorse these four jurists, all of whom 
have served terms of ten years or 
more on the bench,’”? Mr. Ansorge 
announced. ‘I shall keep on asking 
that question until Governor Smith 
answers or attempts to answer it.’’ 

Mr. Ansorge then referred to the 
agreement between the Democrats 
and Republicans of this city whereby 
Judge Nott was renominated by 
Tammany Hall in return for the 
Republican endorsement of Justice 
Townley, who was appointed to the 
Supreme Court bench last Summer. 

“Tt was not until two Democratic 
newspapers in this city—THr NEw 
YorK Times and The New York 
World—threatened -to desert the 
Democratic judicial selections,’’ de- 
clared the speaker, ‘‘that Tammany 
Hall consented to renominate Judge 
Nott.’”’
